FLYING OVER SEA 


NN A BALLOON, 


English Channel Crossed in 
Five and a Half Hours. 


THRILLING AERIAL VOYAGE. 


AERONAUT TELUS THE SsTORY

Quick Journey of Over 200 Miles 
Made Possible by the Use ofa

LONDON, Aug. 5.—The balloon trip from 
England to France made by Percival Spen- 
cer, the aeronaut, accompanied by Mr. Pol- 
lock, was one. of the most remarkable and 
thrill-ng aerial voyages of all times. 

Spencer distinguished. himself last year 
by making the highest ascent ever known. 
Accompanied by a German professor, he 
reached an alttude of 27,850 feet. 

This journey in the air over the English 
Channel; more than 20 miles, was made 
in a little more than five hours and a 
half 

It was made possible in part by a device 
discovered by Andree, who hoped to reach 
the North Pole in his balloon, and who 
has never since been heard from. This in- 
vention makes it possible to vary the bal- 
loon’s course 30 degrees from the wind. 

While the results achieved by Spencer's 
latest aerial voyage are of value to science, 
the average reader will be more moved 
by the perils of the undertaking. 

For a long time it was by no means cer- 
tain where the men could land. They hung 
over the sea. with nothing to tell them how 
fast they were traveling, and with the 
balioon fast losing buoyancy. As it was, 
they landed but a mile and a half inland. 
The story of this voyage through space is 
here told in Spencer’s own words: 

“We started from Crystal Palace at 2:30 
p. m. on Saturday, the voyage to France 
being made safely in five hours and forty 
minutes. 

‘‘At the start we rose to a height of 
5000 feet. Before us was a magnificent 
spectacle. The balloon ascended through 
a rolling, billowy mase of clouds upon 
which it was sharply silhouetted as we 
left them behind. The sunlight that pierced 
the openings made gorgeous rainbow rings 


all about us. 
“The wind was almost due south and 


between 4:30 and 56 *o’clock we had to de- 
cide whether we should make a descent 
in England or attempt to cross the chan- 
nel. 

‘We had used four of ten sandbags, 
each containing W pounds. Ae we neared 
the coast we saw that we were crossing the 
twin towns of Hastings and St. Leonard's. 
We then decided to continue our journey 
acroes the channel, 

“By 9:30 o’clock the clouds had com- 
pletely shut out the English coast and 
the balloon descended from the altitude 
of 7000 feet, which it had reached, to 2000 
feet. We were compelled to empty half of 
our six remaining sandbage to be lifted 
once more into the sunshine, 

‘Thus we started from the English coast 
with practically only 190 pounds of ballast 
to cross the channel. After conegultation 
we decided not again to permit the bal- 
loon to descend into the cold lower air, 
lest we shou!d be compelled to exhaust all 
our sand in order to gain a eafe altitude. 
By careful discharge of our ballast in 
small quantities we maintained our equili- 
brium and the balloon reached an altitude 
of 9000 feet. 

“at this height we were in a vast soli- 
tud®. There was no sound to break the 
awful stillness. We seemed motionless in 
space, cut off from the world. Below we 
could see the waves, but we could no longer 
hear the wonderfully impressive hum of 
their constant motion, The waters below us 
were dark :and seemed to have no end. 
They were as limitiess as the air about us, 
in which we swayed lazily. 

“Mr. Po'lock was the first to discover the 
white line of cliffs that marked the boun- 
dary of France. How far away they were 
we oould not know. 

‘“‘We were at a height of 7000 feet at 7 
o’elock, and we seemed to get no nearer to 
those white cliffs. Only one sandbag was 
left. and we were parting with its contents 
like misers. Half an hour later we had 
reached a height of 10,000 feet. We could 
tell that we were being borne onward, but 
very slowly. There is no way of measuring 
speed in a balloon, so tranquil fs the vov- 
age, except by objects on earth. There was 
still an awful silence. 

“After a little we could distinguish the 
mouth of the River Somme. But from a 
height cf 11,000 feet miles shrink to rods. 
High in the air the bird's-eye view plays 
strange pranks with distances. 

“It was debatable whether we should be 
able to reach the coast or descend into the 
seR. 

“We knew that if we were unable to re- 
tain our altitude, if the balloon sunk be- 
low the level of the clouds, it might com- 
mence a rapid downward course, We would 
be powerless to prevent it, our ballast gone. 

“Our last sand ran out at 7:3. We were 
over the sea, miles from the shore. The 
balloon was sinking. It Was necessary at 
any cost to retaf® our level. We seemed 
motionless or crawling at a snail's pace 

“We threw over the empty bags. The linen 
wrapper for inclosing the deflated balloon 
followed. 

“At 7:40 all possible weight had been 

arted with and we were stil) sinking. The 
and was ahead, but beneath us were the 
waters. We seemed moving more swiftly 
toward them than to the white cliffs. 

“The balloon dropped from 9000 to 8000 
feet in less than a minute. The water was 
a mile and a half beneath; the land 10 
miles away. : 

“There was nothing in the car but our- 
selves, our camera and anchor. Mantifest- 
ly neither of us could leave the car. The 
camera weighed littie and must be saved 
at all costs.*There was nothing to do but 
to part with our anchor. 

‘The anchor is as precious to an aero- 
naut as to the skipper of a sailing ship on 
a lee shore. 

“We lifted the 70 pounds of steel and cast 
is overboard. It feil with lightning ra- 
jidity. We could hear it whistling, whiri- 
lag through the air, then fainter, ag it 
ET into the lonely sea thousands of 
eet below, 

“On the surface of the earth 70 nds 
means little. To us in the balloon this un- 
burdening was salvation.

The latter days of the commission's stay 
in Samoa were devoted to € volving a polit- 
jcal organization that would be sat.sfac- 
tory to the Samoans and would work sat- 
istfactorily .© all parties concerned under 
the tripartite treaty. A scheme was adopt- 
ed. The members of the committee de- 
cline to state its plans until it has been 
referred to their respective governments, 
but they have giver. out that Samoa w.il in 
future be ruled by a white governor, ap- 
pointed by the three powers, mué¢h as ihe 
chief injustice is at present. There will 
be a native council or legislature, but the 
governor will have the veto power and the 
chief justice will be the final authority) in 
the land, from whum there wiil be no ap- 
eal 
: This arrangement met the approval of the 
Samoans. ‘The day before the commission 
sailed delegations of 13 men from each 
faction met on the Badger and signed the 
articles, thus officially approving the ar- 
rangement in the name of their respective 
chiefs, Mataafa and Malietoa. 

When the commission sailed all 
quiet and seemed likely to remain so. 

Residents of Samoa have filed with the 
commissioners ciaims aggregating $440,000 
for property destroyed during the recent 
temporary occupation of Mulinuu by Amer- 
fcan and British sailors. The largest claim 
is from the Catholic Marist Mission, $22,- 
OOO, and is for the looting of the premipes 
b natives, upon Instructions, it is said, 
af the British commander. Another ts from 
a German firm, $19,040, for much the sane 
reasons. Other claims are from setiipre 
whose property was damaged in varigus 
ways. 
On the Badger are 3609 rifies, taken from 
the natives of Samoa. They were appraised 
at Apla and will be turned over to the 
United States Government at Mare Island.

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THE WOMEN AND THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


The series of letters from leading citizens of St. Louis which 
has appeared in the Post-Dispatch for more than a month 
past, thoroughly demonstrates the popularity of the World's 
Fair and the firm belief of representative St. Louisans in its 
success and in the great benefits to be derived from it. 

Leaders of thought, captains of industry, masters of finance, 
promoters of education and civic progress agree that the 
World's Fair must and will be held, that it will be a mag- 
nificant achievement, bringing a rich harvest of results in 
every line of advancement. Sentiment is crystallizing, and 
the forces that have made St. Louis are solidifying for this 
supreme effort.

But there is another great element to be organized in sup- 
port of the World’s Fair.

In St. Louis a similar opportunity, even better by reason of 
Chicugo’s experience, will be presented to promote the progress 
of woman. The field of her activities and influence is con- 
stantly broadering. A strong auxiliary organization to con- 
duct this phase of the exposition to a successful conclusion 
will be necessary. It will be necessary for the general good 
of the exposition. The counsel and aid of women will be 
necessary to the development of branches of the World's Fair 
of common interest to both sexes—to the whole race. In edu- 
cation, art, music and many industries the assistance of a 
woman's organization will be invaluable. 

But the opportunity to contribute valuable aid is not a 
matter of the future only, after the preliminary work is done;

The Milk We Drink. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
Fresh milk acts wpon the atmosphere 
as a sponge upon water. A cloth wet with 
coal oil, spread on the lid of a milk jar, 
wtll give to milk the taste of coal oil. 
So butter may be made to taste of sauer 
kraut, or chestnuts, according to the de- 
sire of the creamery man; for milk, while 
it is cooling, will ravenously absorb the mi- 
ecrobec constituents Of its atmospheric sur- 
roundings. It follows, then, that cleanii- 
ness is of the utmost importance in the 
dairy, and the articles appearing lately 
about mortality of children from the acids 
added to milk to make it keep must be 
taken at a discount.

How the Brain Does Its Work. 
From the Pal Mall Gazette. 

How does thought -transform Itself into 
action, or, in other words, what is the pro- 
cess which takes place in the gray matter 
or thinking portion of the brain, by which 
it operates upon the nerves? Senor Ramon 
Cajal, the celebrated Spanish anatomist, 
as worked out a theory which appears to 
answer thig question. According to him, 
each cell of the gray matter is an inde- 
pendent organ, being connected with the 
other cells by neighborhood only 80 long as 
it is in a state of repose. But he imagines 
that when it is stirred up by any impres- 
sion from the outside world it goes through 
a series of movements called by him “‘ami- 
boid’’ movements, which cause it to come 
into contact with its nelghbors, and they 
then work together for a common_end so 
long as the original impulse lasts. Thus, if 
a sudden idea takes place in your brain it 
is because one of the independent cells or, 
as he calls them, ‘“‘neurones,’ has awoke 
to activity and has shot out a sudden ex- 
pansion, like the movements which take 
place in protoplasm, thereby stirring up the 
neighboring cells into activity; When, on 
the contrary, after a long intellectual ef- 
fort your brain seems to refuse the drafts 
you are making upon it, it Is because the 
articular neurone has become tired and 
has returned to its normal state of inac-

DEATH OF A NCTED CALIFORNIA 
FINANCIER. 


Railroad Trust of St. 


LLOYD TEVIS AND HIS WAYS. 


Began tm San Francisco as a Copyist 
and Left $20,000,000 to 
His Kin. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 56.—With the 
pomp befitting the memory of a man of 
wealth, .energy and industry, Lloyd Tevis, 
who left $20,000,000 to his wife and children, 
was buried here two days ago. .,, 

When Lloyd Tevis came to California he 
hadn’t any money and he hadn’t any par- 
ticular influence to push him ahead. He 
built up his enormous fortune by his own 
endeavur. iie had the genius of finance. 
When at home jn Kentucky he had been 
clerk of a court. He wrote a very fine hand 
and wrote rapidly. Soon after locating in 
Sacramento he found that the Recorder 
there had a great deal of copying, for WNich 
he was paid so much a folio—say & cents. 
The Recorder was in the habit of farming 
out a large part of this copying for, say 3% 
cents, the balance being his perquisite. 
Tevis went to him and aeked: 

‘How much do you pay for copying?” 

“Thirty-five cents a folio.”’ 

*T’ll take the contract to do it all for ® 
cents.” 

“But you can’t swing it.” 

‘“That’s my look-out.” 

The contract was drawn up and executed, 
Then Tevis settled down to do all that work 
himself. He wrote all day, and many a 
time the gray of the next dawn found him 
at work. He made $3000 on that contract. 
This was his start. 

Once he haq the $3000 he immediately 
loaned it with’a mortgage eecurity, and 
this was the beginning of his fortune. In- 
terest ran from 15 to 2% per cent a month 
in those days, so ready money wasa mighty 
good thing to have, and young Tevis saved 
and loaned and saved and loaned again. He 
used to say that when interest got down to 
5 per cent a month he would think that 
California had gone to the dogs, and that 
he would pack up and go back to Ken- 
tucky. 

He had a wonderful memory,which stood 
him well in hand in the early days. He 
became a notary public. Law books were 
few and legal blanks fewer, but in his 
mind he carried, letter perfect, every form 
of contract and convenience with which he 
was familiar in the Kentucky court. So pat 
was he on all such matters that most peo- 
ple supposed he was a lawyer; but he never 
was admitted to practice. When J. B. Hag- 
gin joined him tn California and the two 
entered into their partnership, Haggin did 
ee law work while Tevis did the financier- 
ng. 

“They used to say that I could think five 
times as fast as anybody else, and so 
got the better of the bargains,’ he used to 
say in his a way. His express business 
deal was typical of this faculty of quick 
thinking. Wells, Fargo Co. was estab- 
lished in California as a heavy concern at 
the time Stanfprd, Huntington and the rest 
began buflding’ the Central Pacific. Charles 
E. McLane was at the head of the express 
company. He was one good dinners and 
complacently looking after the enormous 
rofits of his monopoly. Tevis got to think. 
ng. He secured a contract with the rail- 
road people for their express service. 

Suddenly McLane and others of Wells, 
Fargo & Co. awakened. They saw that 
Tevis had them on the hip. ey bought 
him off. Inside of two weeks after that 
idea came into his head he had cleaned up 
a cool million dollars without putting out

SEEKS NEW EVIDENCE 


MRS. CRAVEN STILL HOPES TO SE- 
CURE FAIR MILLIONS. 


HER CASE IS NOW ON APPEAL. 


Movements of the Noted Claimants 
Are Mysterious, but It Is Known 
That She Will Try to Prove 
Marriage. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 5.—S8till fighting 
for a share of the millions of the late Sen- 
ator Fair, Mrs. Nettie R. Craven, who calls 
herself his widow, has been in San Rafael 
for a week past, mysteriously searching for 
evidence to strengthen her case before the 
Supreme Court, where it is now on appeal. 

All of her movements have been attended 
by the greatest secrecy. She registered at 
the Marin Hotel, the name of which used 
to be called the Hotel Francaise, and Jacob 
Schneider, the proprietor, was told that on 
no account must any one know of her 
presence there.

LONDON, Aug. 6—Whatever § fanciful 
reasons are offered for the visit of the 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, M. 
Deltasse, to St. Petersburg, it is safe to 
assume it has reference to the present un- 
settled condition of European. poiitics. The 
appearance of the United States as a world 
power is primarily responsible for this dis- 
turbance, and there are repeated signs of 
latent friction between Germany and the 
United States, the latest being Admiral 
Dewey's alleged warlike statements. which 
give Puropean statemen cause for uneasi- 
ness, and are regarded as the motive for 
Emperor William's overtures for a rap- 
prochement with France. 

France is still smarting under the hu- 
millation of the Fashoda affair and is in- 
clined to meet Emperor William if once 
convinced that the Russian alliance has 
no real value. The primary object of M. 
Delcasse, therefore, is to get public evi- 
dence that the alliance holds good by per- 
suading the Czar to visit the Paris exhibi- 
tion of 1900, also by personal contact with 
the Russian statesmen to ascertain to what 
extent the alliance may ‘be relied on. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug, 5.—Most of the 
newspapers here cordially ‘welcome M. Del- 
casse, the French Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, who arrived here yesterday. The 
Novoe Vremya, however, throws cold 
douches on the importance the French pap- 
ers seek to attribute to the visit. It says 
that while, since the, advent of the Wal- 
deck-Rousseau Ministry, a greati deal has 
happened rendering explanations desirable. 
the Senonace of the visit is wholly of a 
one-sided charcter and to Russia it would 
have made “‘no serious difference if M. Del- 
casse had delayed his return visit and re- 
mained at his nost whera he might be bet- 
te reraeoyed in explaining to his colleagues 
the conduct which the Franco-Russian al- 
liance demands on the part of France.”’ 

The Novoe Vremya’'s ill-humor i!s trace- 
able to the supposed signs of a Franco- 
German rapprochment, since the first men- 
tion of which the paper has published a 
series of articles warning and threatening 
France. 

M. del Casse's visit, however, causes 
great satisfaction in Russian diplomatic 
circles, as it has long been hoped he would 
attest the solidity of the Franco-Russitan 
alliance by a visit here. He had a long 
interview to-day with the Ruesian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, Count Muravieff. with 
whom he dined in company with a number 
of Russian Ministers.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—If France leads the 
van in the construction of pleasure motors, 
England is characteristically ahead in 
adapting the new vehicles to business pur- 
poses. This week the seif-propelled traffic 
association had an elaborate series of pub- 
lic tests at Liverpcol of motor wagons. Six 
types of Imglish-made wagons competed, 
carrying toads of from two, three and a half 
tons up steep, zigzag, stone paved gradients 
with emvoih iron tires, which the Govern- 
ment by-laws prescribe as an element of 
safety. On the steepest thr ge one in 
nine, the motors stopped half way to test 
their power of re-starting In the middle of 
the hill, and five out of the six succeed- 
ed, the wagon built by the Thornycrofts, 
bullders uf the Shamrook, achieving tne 
feat with the least apparent trouble. 

The other tests included a %-mile ride 
through the thick traffic of the hilly Liv- 
erpool streets, along roueh heavy roads 
and over many high graded railway bridges. 
All the wagons acquitted themselves satis- 
factorily. hese tests were made at an av- 
orage speed of six and one-half miles an 

our. 

The Liverpool corporation has recently 
introduced motor dust wagons, it !s said, at 
a saving of 50 per cent on the cost of haul- 


age.

Herr Montag of Mannheim Prepares a 
Compound That Beats Nature’s 
Product.

BERLIN, Aug. 5.—Herr Montag’ of Manan- 
heim, the inventor of artificial coal, when 
applied to for particulars in regard to his 
fuel by the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
said: 

“TIT have taken out patents in 17 coun- 


tries, but until all the formalities are com- 
pleted I can make none of the particulars 
in regard to the ingredients public. I may 
say that from the point of view of hygiene 
the artificial ooal is preferable to the ordi- 
nary coal, as it does not develop any pois- 
oneus gases and creates NHttle soot. It 
leaves no slag and only a smal amount 
of ashes, resembling wood or cigar ashes. 
There is no danger of an explosion or con- 
flagration. 

“This fuel is composed of from % to 

er cent of ordinary earth and from 6 to 

per cent of chemical ingredients, It is 
cheaper and better than coal, Any piece 
of land, even if unfit for agriculture, can 
be used for producing the fuel. 

“The cost of the necessary plant for 
manufacturing will be very low, the price 
of the maé¢hine being only $3750. For steam- 
ship and steam engine purposes my fuel 
gives a greater heat, longer combustion and 
needs less storage space. It can be manu- 
factured in any — so every available 
inch of space in coal bunkers can be util- 
ized, and I calculate that a ton of my fuel 
will do the work of one and three-quar- 
ter tons of ordinary steam coal at 30 per 
cent less cost.” 


RAPID GROWTH OF LUNACY 


Recently Published Statistics, 105,086 
Cases in a Year, Create Alarm 
in England.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—Lunacy shows alarm- 
ing growth in England. Statistics that 
have just been published give 106,08 as the 
total certified lunacies for the year, an 
increase of 2111 on the preceding year. This 
is the greatest annual increase recorded 
by over 100. The rate of recovery also 
shows a backward movement, from 28.81 
per cent to 36.87 per cent. 

Agricwltural laborers provide the largest 
roportion of the lunatics, attributable, it 
s said, to the low standard of iife, with 
a large part prayed by the strong, cheap 
Indian teas which are a part of their daily 
sustenance. 

Clerks furnish the next greatest propor- 
tion of lunatics. Here algo hard, wearing 
and underpaid work and insufficient food 
are the leading causes. 

It is contended that the increase of.luna- 
cy ig more apparent than real. and ts due 
chiefly to the enhanced stringency of the 
law regulating the reporting of lunatics, 
but the experts agree that the agreas of 
eam life is a prime factor in promoting 
unacy.

BURNED BY GASOLINE 


GED FROM HER ROOM. 


HEROISM OF A PATROLMAN. 


Officer Dan Carey Twice Risked His 
Own Life to Save That of a Woman 
in the Midst of Flames 


Mrs. Sadie Brace was painfully burned 
last night by the explosion of a gasoline 
stove on the second floor of the Crown 
rooming house at the northeast corner of 
Sixth and Market streets. 

If it had not been for the heroic oon- 
duct of Officer Dan Carey she would have 
perished in the flames. Carey dragged her 
twice from a wall of fire, placing his own 
life in great peril to save her. 

Mrs. Brace's injuries: are not considered 
serious, although they are very painful. 
She was taken to the City Dispensary for 
treatment. An examination there showed 
that her face and neck were covered with 
blisters. Her eyes marvelously escaped in- 
jury. 

Mrs. Brace has apartments on the sec- 
ond floor of the rooming house and was 
preparing her evening meal when the ex- 
plosion occurred. She says she doesn’t 
know how it happened. She only remem- 
bers that while she was standing over the 
stove the ffames leaped along a feed pipe 
to the oil tank. Instanti¥ the tank burst 
ind her face was drenched with burning 
oil, 

She was so frightened she did not know 
“tiat to do and ran blindly about the room 
trying to wipe the blazing fluid from her 
olistered face. 

The gasoline had fallen to the floor of 
the room and a wall of fire surrounded her. 
There was no Way open to escape, and ev- 
ery moment, as the fire communicated it- 
self to the floors and walls, her peril grew 
greater. 

Hopeless and exhausted, she reeled and 
started to fall. As she toppled over she 
dropped into the strong arms of brave Of- 
ficer Carey, who carried her to the street 
below. ; 
But Mrs. Brace was crazed with excite- 
ment and she had hardly touched the pave- 
ment when she bounded upstairs again. | 
Friends called to her to return, but she 
declared she must save some of her goods 
and moved on the burning room from 
which Carey had dragged her. 

She made her way into the fi@mes as 
though she thought she was proof against 


them. But as soon as she disappeared in 
them she fell in a second faint. Carey 
was at hand to rescue her again, and 


she had hardly fallen before he grabbed her 
and carried her out a second time. 

She was then placed in an ambulance 
and hurrted to the Dispensary. She was 
asked to go to the City Hospkal, but de- 
clined, saying she would take her treat- 
~ where her convenience would be suit- 
ed. 

There were several persons, mostly 
women, in the house at the time of the ex- 
plosion, but all but Mrs. Brace succeeded 
in making thelr escape without injuries. 
the second and first floors of the building 
were badly damaged, but the third story 
was rot touched by the fire. The furniture 
and fixtures on the damaged floors were 
ruined. The first floor of the place is oocu- 
plea by Fred Suhr as a saloon. The dam- 
ages to his stock will probably amount to 
$1000. he damage to the other floor of the 
building and its furniture is about $1500. 
The loss Is covered: by ineurance. 

In the rush to respond ‘to the alarm Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 3, with head- 
quarters on Seventh street, between Pine 
and Olive streets, made too sharp a turn 
at Feventh and Chestnut streets and was 
turned comriletely over. Fireman Al Hart- 
mann of 29 South Seventh street was 
thrown high into the air and fell heavily to 
the pavement. (He was bruised on the back 
and hips, but an examination at the Dis- 
pensaryvy showed that his Injuries were not 
serious. He will prcbably be confined to his 
room for several weeks.

AN ENTHUSIASTIC CONTEST. 


Judge Jacoby Was Defeated, Although 
He Received Assistance From 
Many Quarters in St. 


Kirkwood is a “dry” town to-day, but it 
was wet all day yesterday. Other towns 


are usually dryest on election day, but not 
so Kirkwood. 


The pretty suburban abode of much 
wealth and some poverty yesterday arose 
to the dignity of a city of the fourth class, 
The new city has a Mayor, and its hum- 
blest inhabitant is proud of the fact that 
he is “one of them city fellers,” differing 


only in degree from an inhabitant of Great- 
er New York. 


If he happens to be eubject to a chronic 


thirst the humblest citizen has only one 
complaint te register. The “drys” won: 
But he had no occasion to thirst yester- 
day. But that’s another story. 

Its first city election is a big undertak- 
ing even for a town with a votlng popula- 
tion of only 30. Though the day passed 
quietly enough, there was a hitch here and 
there, an occasional clash and all kinds ot 
comical side lights. 

Judge Hugo 8. Jacoby, called judge be- 
Cause Ne is a justice or the peace, was a 
big feature in the show. In the first piace, 
he Was practically the entire administration 
of the town on this, its first election day. 
When the Board of Aldermen was dissoived 
recently, Judge Jacoby was the oniy pillar 
of state left standing so far, as Kirkwood 
Was concerned. He issued the cal] for the 
eiection. He announced himself a candi- 
date for the Mayoraity. He was defeated 
and was called upon to certify to the vic- 
tory of his opponent, and last, but not 
least, he will induct the successful candi- 
date into office. All of which shows that 
‘Squire Jacoby, though defeated, is a very 
useful citizen’ of Kirkwood. 

It was the Firs: Ward, the stronghold 
of the “silk stockings,” that put a puncture 
in a Jacoby’s aspirations for the. May- 
oralty. 

Until the vote there was announced the 
wets were hopeful, but out of the swell 
residence section came a simoon of pal- 
pabie dryness that choked the Jacobi horde. 
There were two tickets in the field, that 
of the silk stockings, called the Citizens’ 
ticket, and that of the wets, called the 
Regular City ticket. 

The Citizens’ ticket was headed by Maj. 
T. D. Kimball, a wealthy insurance man, 
and the City ticket by Justice Hugo 9. 
Jacoby. Six Aldermen- were also elected,

RICHARD AND REUBEN EILLED 
BEARS, INDIANS AND 
OTHER THINGS. 


THE CARROLL MURDER TRIAL. 


Old and Young of the Famous Gentrys 
Talk the Prowess of Their An- 
cestors. 


Of course the Gentrys have their tradi- 
tions—every old family has them—and the 
members of every old family love to 4is- 
cuss them. One of the most interesting pas- 
tages in John Sherman's ,book is about a 
preacher ancestor who went out in his gar- 
den one morning and killed three Indians 
before brekfast and it is the same way 
with the Gentry tradition—the best stories 
relate to the prowess of some of the male 
ancestors of the clan now assembled at 
Meramec Highlands Inn. 

Gen. Richard Gentry, grandfater of 
Richard Gentry of Kansas City, was the 
hero of many of the stories narrated. This 
Gentry appears to have been what Private 
Mulvaney would call “a divil of a man.” 
The martial instinct was strongly devel- 
oped in him and he. distinguished himself 


' in the war of 1812 and the Blackhawk war. 


He appears to have been cone of those 
Siurdy pioneers who knew his rights and 
got them even if the getting necessitated a 
resort tu force. 

When he and his brother Reuben were 
roung men they were attiacted to Galena, 
ll., by reports of the ricnes to be acquired 
there in the lead mines. They staked a 
claim and made preparations to develop it. 
One day Reuben went to the spring, which 
was a considerabie distance from their 


| Claim. 


Three men found Richard alone and tbl 
him that he would have to give up tne 
claim, as they had a better right to it! 
Richard said he didn’t -belleve it. he 
Spokesman of the three said an argument 
would be fruitless, a8 they were determined 
to have the claim, even if they had to kild 
a few Gentrys. | 
Richard said he was averse to being killed 
but he wasn’t going to give up the claim. ii 
the three thought it belonged to them they 
would have to prove it. In those days the 
accepted method of proviig an assertion in 
a mining camp wa3 to thrash the man who 
disputed. Ali that Richard Gentry asked 
was that the proofs be introduced singly; 
that is, that only one of the three should 
ht him at a time.

This was in accord with the ethfes of that 


day and the three agreed to it, particularly 
as Richard.was not as large as either of 
them, 

There was a rare old fight at first. Rich- 
ard won it, but he was diy bruised and 
needed rest. 

The second one of his opponents attacked 
him and there was a harder.fight than the 
first. Richard got hie opponent down d 
punched him tiil he “hollered ’nough.”’ 

Richard was.in no condition to meet the 
other man, and suggested a postponement, 
but the enemy wouldn’t agree to it. The 
ethics were on their side in that conten- 
tion, and Richard braced himself for the 
encounter. He' knew he couldn’t whip the 
third man, but he had one hope—Reuben 
was due back from the spring. 

The third man began to strip and was 
ust pu.ling his shirt over his nead when 

ichard heard Reuben coming. Seizing No 
held him and shouted for Reuben. 
Reuben same running and grasping the 
situation proceeded to polien off No. 3 
while Richard sat on a rock and rested.

The Gentrys of that day were nearly*all 
Whigs, but Hichard formed such an ardent 
admiration for Wiliam Henry Harrison 
that Ne be- 
came a Democrat. This circumstance led 
to the feud between him and Wiliam Car. 
roll, a prominent Whig, which resu.ted in 
the killing of Cafrfbl. 

It was a famous case and much bitterness 
was engenaered between the families. All 
and the Gentrys and the 
Carrolls of this day are just as friendly as 
though their ancestors had not hated each 
other cordiaily § or 70 years ago. 

Richard Gentry was the first of the fam- 
ily to settie in Missouri. He established 
himseif at Old Franklin, in Howard Counvyy, 
in the ‘20s. Old Franklin was then the 
Most of it Was 
washed away by the Missour! River and 
carried down South to enrich -the cotton 
plantations. 

Being a Democrat Richard Gentry nat- 
urally affiliated with Thomas H. Benton, 
and his friends, and quite as naturally had 
very littie to say to William Carroll, who 
had charge of the land office and was a 
prominent Whig. When other Gentrys 
came over from Kentucky, however, they 
got Richard to se.ect lands for them to 
pre-empt. 

There was a dispute be‘ween Richard and 
Carroll, and thus the feud started. Car: 
roll owned a newspaper and a number of 
articles appeared in it that reflected upon 
Gentry. Finally one was printed that no 
“Kentucky gentleman, sah’’ could afford 
to overlook. 

Gentry met Carroll at a crossroads and 
Carroll was killed. Carroll's relatives and 
friends took up the matter and Gentry was 
peoseouses for murder. Benton defended 
im and he was acquitted. 

“It was an unfortunate affair,”’ sald one 
of the living Gentrys, “but such things 
have occurred in most families of any ac- 
count. Men were prompt to resort to the 
arbitrament of arms in those days and of 
course we Gentrys all believe that Rich- 
ard Gentry did right. The Carrolls are good 
peopie and none of the old feeling between 
the families exist.’’ 


Another story about Richard Gentry that 
serves to iliustraie the temper of the man, 
and is not sv somber as the Carrol! affair 
is told by his grandson, Richard Gentry, o 
Kansas ity. 

The Gentrys were all great sportsmen and 
dear hunting was their relaxation. If they 
didn’t have time to pot an Indian or two 
they assembied their dogs and made a 
foray int) the swatnps after bruin. It was 
considéred a great boner to be on hand 
when the dogs brought the bear to bay 
and a greater honor to-kiil the bear. 

If you have ever been bear hunting you 
need not be told that the man who follows 
the dogs has about as rough a job as he 
could. desire. 

Richard Gentry was a famous bear hunt- 
er and was usually In at the death. One 
time he had outstripped his companions and 
overtook the bear. He rode up close and 
pulled the trigger of his rifle. The flint 
broke and there was no discharge. Richard 
could hear the other hunters coming and 
knew that he was about to be deprived of 
the honor of killing the bear. 

To think was to act with him. He threw 
away his gun, leaped from his horse, drew 
his hunting Knife and advanced on the bear. 
The dogs were keeping the bear busy and 
Gentry after a littie maneuvering got be- 
hind him just as he rose on his haunches 
to siap at a dog. 
Gentry threw himeseif on the bear’s bac 
and holding to the fur with one hand thrust 
his knife into the brute’s throat with the 
other. With a powerful sweep he sent the 
keen steel. deep. Then he jumped away | 
time to avoid a blow from the bear's paw. 

When the other hunters came up the bear 
was gasping its last and Richard Gentry 
Was cleaning his big knife. 


Richard Gentry achieved fame as a soldier 
in the Florida war and was made a Gen- 
eral shortiy before he was klied. His body 
rests in the National Cemetery at Jefferson 
Barracks... 


Another Gentry of National note was 
Meredith P., who served 15 years a8 a tyem- 
ber of Congresa from Tennessee.

BELT LINE MUST RUN ITS ROAD 
WEST OF CLAYTON. 


WILL HAVE TO FILE PROFILES. 


Railway Franchise Matters Postpned 


Till the August Term 
of Ccurt. 


The Board of Trustees of Washington 
University and the property owners whose 
interests were threatened have won their 
fight against the construction and opera- 
tion of a railroad across the beautiful 
Stretch of country between St. Louis and 
Clayton by the Central Belt Rallway Co. 

The St. Louis County Court. yesterday, 
moved by the almost unanimous protest 
of all persons whose property might be 
touched by the proposed right of way, re- 
scinded and vacated its order of June 4&, 
authorizing the company to pass along 
and over such public highways as might 
come within the profile of its route. 

The original petition of the company for 
a bianke: order, giving it permission to 


0 anywhere in St. Louis County its pro- 
moters might desire, was denied. The at- 
torneys for the company were then grant- 
ed leave to file a new petition for an order 
to build a line from Jefferson Barracks 
south of the city, around Clayton to the 
Chain of Rocks, north of the city. The new 
petition was filed and continued general- 
iy until the next term. 

The applications of the Terminal Ralfl- 
Way AssOciation, the County Belt Line and 
the Maplewood & Jefferson Barracks Rail- 
road for permission to build a belt line 
around St. Louls through the county were 
also continued until next term. 

esterday was the last day of the July 
term, and the members of the court 
thought the franchise applications involved 
{oO Many important questions to be passed 
over either hurriedly or lightly. As the 
next term begins Monday it was thought 
more convenient to continue them and take 
them up when business is not so rushing. 
he date for hearing the applications has 
been Set for Monday; but it is probable 
they will not be-taken up until the latter 
part of the term. 
he courtroom was crowded with inter- 
ested parties when the appilcation of the 
Central Beit Company for a final order to 
cross public highways between St. Louts 
and Clayton was taken up by the County 
Judges yesterday morning. 

A partial hearing was held last Monday 
and the court had imposed certain con- 
ditions on the company that, they said. 
must be complied with before they woud 
consider the application further. Those 
conditions were: That the company file 
a comp.ete profile or chart of its route; 
that the wards “on” and “along’’ when 
used in connect.on with public highways be 
Stricken out, and that the company satis- 
fy the court by recent decisions by courts 
of “3 en jurisdiction that it could limit 
stself y special contract to the use of 
electricity only as.a motive power. 

When these conditions were imposed no- 
body thought they would ever be complied 
with. But, to the surprise of everybody, the 
agents of the company were on hand ready 
to conform to the ruling of the court on 
two points at least. They were prepared to 
strike the words “on” and “along,’’ when 
used in relation to public roads, out of their 
petition, and had the necessary profile of 
their route. The character of the profile 
made compliance with the third condition 
unimportant, for, by its showing, the route 
of the rairoad is to pass west of Clayton 
and, so far as known, the company may use 
any power it chooses without arousing a 
protest out there. 

The determination of the company to 
change its route was the greatest surprise 
of the day. It was an essential change 
which had never been contemplated, as it 
was supposed the company would carry is 
fight with the protesting property owners 
to a finish and would not offer to make a 
change of base, which would be equivalent 
to acknowledging defeat. The change of 
route plan, however, was the only way 
in which the company could maintain its 
standing in the court, as the judges had 
frequently intimated that they wouid not 
consent to the building of a railroad be- 
tween St. Louis and Clayton. 

The promoters of the company believed 
that if they agreed to bulld their road 
west of Clayton the court would grant them 
the order to begin the construction imme- 
diately. But they were disappointed in 
this, because the court Insisted on certain 
formalities being observed, so that there 
might be no ambiguity in the record. They 
decided that the first course to pursue, 
in order to make the court’s position as 
clear as possible, was to dismiss the com- 
pany’s ‘original petition and give ‘it leave 
to file a new petition. The attorneys for 
the company insisted that all that was 
necessary was to file an amended peti- 
tion to the original petition, referring to the 
profile of the route before the court as a 
part of its conditioms ‘But the judges 
were determined to have an entirely new 
proceeding, declaring that the did not 
want to be hampered by the oid proceed- 
ing or anything -they did while it was in 
course, 

“We will Just mark out everything we 
have done or that has been done before 
us, and wll start with a clean, fresh page, 
just as though the proceeding were entire- 
ly new,”’ said Judge Hornecker. 

The attorneys for the company submitted 
after a few mild protests, and immediate- 
ly prepared the new petition and filed it, 
whereupon a continuance was granted to 
the next term. 

All applications for belt line privileges 
before the court now say explicitly that 
the routes shall be west of Clayton. This 
probably means that the only fight that 
remains to be made will be waged among 
the applicants themselves. The hostility be. 
tween the rival companies is great, and 
each is keeping a close watch upon the 
others. The Central and the Terminal 
companies are the only ones who have 
complied with the court's order to file 
eharts of their routes. But the other two

Has Charge of a German Evangelical 
Lutheran Church—Mrs. Fayn 
Wants Divorce and Alimony. 


Mrs. Frieda Fayn, through her attor- 
neys, Mesers. Claiborne, Gernez and Shan- 
ar, yesterday filed suit for divorce against 
Samuel Fayn, asking the court for ali- 
mony and her maiden name, Hansing.

“I’ve got two lawyers, Rob- 
ert O'Byrne of 2 Broadway, New York 
City, and Walter B. Hill, chancellor of the 
Georgia State University. Mr. Dempsey’s 
children, Mrs, Nellie Needham of Macon, 
Ga., and William Dempsey, who ts in a 
altimore sanitarium, are to be remem- 
ered, though unmentioned in the will, and 
there is to be no contest now. 

“Mr. Dempsey was a big wholesale mer- 
ehant in Macon. When he came north for 
the summer the change gave him pneu- 
monia and he hardly had time to make his 
will before he died.

BROTHER KILLED BROTHER. 


CONVICTED ON CIRCUMSTANTIAL 
EVIDENCE. 


Mother Believed Her Son Innocent and 
Refused to Pay Reward Until 
Supreme Court Made an 
Order. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 5.—The Supreme 
Court of the Gtate of Georgia has just de- 
cided that Sally Campbell must pay the 
sum of $500 offered by her for the arrest 
and conviction of the murderer of her son, 
William. 

Sally Campbell and her two sons lived 
néar Monticello, Ga. 

William and Jim Campbell, her sons, 
bought adjoining farms. William, the 
younger, was fortunate. His crops flour- 
ished and fortune waxed, They haa their 
lives insured, for the benefit of their moth- 
er and sadh other, for the amount of $9000 
each. 

On July 5, 1898, Willlam Campbell, with his 


negro farm hands, was plowing a cornfield. 
Suddenly, as he was about to turn into 


another furrow, the report of a rifle cut 
ae morning air. @ampbell fell from the 
plow. 


There was no sign of the murderer, noth- 
ing except @ tiny puff of rifle smoke that 
rose from the bushes on the banks of 
a brook near Dy. 

All bent to the task of seeking his mur- 
derer. His brother Jim was prostrated 
with grief, and added to the advertised re- 
ward of the Governor $600 for the arrest of 
the criminal and evidence that would con- 
vict him. 

The reward set the whole county on the 
trail. The only clues to work upon were 
tracks that had been ade in the soft 
earth leading from the bushes where the 
smoke had risen; an indentation In the 
ground, as if a knee had rested there while 
the murderer took aim, and a piece of bro- 
ken cork that emitted a strong odor of 
whisky The conjecture was that the mur- 
derer had stopped to «ake a drink of whis- 
ky to nerve him for his act. 


Up to three weeks after the murder no 
clew had been successfully followed. Two 
brothers named Go sby and a man 


named Mercer had followed the clues of 
the kneeprint and broken cork, but they 
had made no report. 

On the evening of July 29 Mercer called 
on the bereaved mother and asked her 
whether, in case they should find the mur- 
derer, she would pay the $500 if Jim failed 
to live up to his agreement. 

S:lly Campbell gladly romised and 
signed a guarantee to the effect. 

hat night the hope and prayer of Sally 
Campbell was realized. A warrant was 
sworn out for the arrest of the murderer 
of her son William. 

The aged mother was driven almost ‘to 
frenzy. She declared that her neighbors 
were trying to kill her by fair means or 
foul; that they had killed one of her sons, 
and were trying to tear the other from her, 
and‘to add the last drop of bitterness they 
had made her offer to pay for the convic- 
tion of one son for the murder of his broth- 


er. | 

While Jim Campbell was languishing In 
jail for the murder of William and Sally 
Campbell was hovering near her first born, 
soothing his head on her aching breast, 
as she had in the log cab.n long o, the 
State was forming, link bv link the chain of 
evidence agains# him. - 

The principal witness for the State was a 
negro boy, Jack Jordan. He had for years 
been one of Jim’s tenants. Living near 
by, he had been one of the first to ar- 
rive in the cornfield on the day of the 
tragedy, and had been sent to nioom Jim 
of what had happened. What he saw at 
Jim's house made no impression upon him 
until he heard Mercer some days later dis- 
cuss'ng the clews they had. Then he re- 
membered that as he ran toward the house 
Jim's wife was siting in the window watch- 
ing for him, evidently under some nervous 
Stra'n; that Jim was coming from the same 
stream that leads around Wililam’s corn- 
freld; that he was drunk and held in his 
hand a small fiask of whisky, which he 
threw to the ground and shattered. 

The boy swore that on the knee of Jim's 
left trousers leg there was the stain of 
mud, and that his shoes were muddy. 

At the inquest the boy did not tell these 
things, but later revealed them to Mer- 
cer and the Goolsby boys. They sent him 
to the place where the bottle was thrown, 
with inetructions to procure the fragments 
and the cark. This he claims to have 
done, returning with a broken cork that 
fitted the piece that had been picked up at 
the scene of the tragedy. 1e Goolsbys 
found a witness who claimed to have seen 
Jim Campbell, about 12 o'clock on the night 
after the tragedy, carry his rifie into the 
house and give it to his wife, with a 
whispered word or two. 

Another witness claimed to have seen Jim 
give the ahoes he had worn on the day 
of the murder to a negro, although they 
had been but little worn. 

For motive, there was the fact that Will- 
lam’e life had been inéured, that his for- 
tune had grown to a goodly size, and that 
he had made a will leaving everything to 
his mother and brother. 

On this evidence Jim Campbeil was held 
for trial, as was also his wife, on the ground 
of having been an accomplice. 

On a day when the case was called the 
courtroom and the yard were black with 
people. When the time arrived to réturn 
Campbell to the jail the Sheriff suggested 
that he be taken quietly through the back 
way to avoid trouble, 

Campbell straightened up and cried: “I 
am your prisoner and will obey any com- 
mand. But if you permit me to have my 
own way we will go down the front way 
and through the crowd. I am an innocent 
man. and if they want to kill me jet them 

0 Ss 
Sally Campbell uttered a glad cry and 
clasped her arms around the neck of her 
son, all that she had left in the world. 
“I never for a moment believed you gulill- 
ty, Jim,”’ she said, hystericaliy, ‘‘but now 
I know you are innocent.’’ 

And she never believed otherwise. 

In September Jim Campbell was con- 
victed and sentenced to life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. Hig wife was con- 
victed with him, but granted a new trial 
and acquitted. In March Campbell was 
taken to the State penitentiary to begin 

s term.

STRUCK BY A TRAIN 


LITTLE BROTHER DYING. 


SAD ACCIDENT AT TROY, ILL. 


Boys in a Wagon Thrown One Hundred 
Yards and Fell on Top of’ the 
Depot at Troy. 


John Becker. 16 years old, of Troy, IIL, 
Was instantly kitled bv being struck by a 
Vandalia train Friday afternoon. His littie 
brother, 10 years old, who rode by his side, 
is at his home, fatally injured. 

The Becker boys had been spending the 
day in Troy and were just starting to drive 
home in their double team wagon. As they 
neared the railroad crossing thev were 
warned that the Washington Mail, the Van- 
dalia’s fast train, was approaching and that 
they should not try to gain the other side 
of the crossing. The boy replied that he 
could “‘make it’’ and grabbing up his whip 
he urged the horses on. But he had mis- 
judged his distance. Just as they reached 
the track the little bov scrambled from the 
Seat and into the back of the wagon. And 
in doing this he probably saved his life. 

[he team and the wagon were struck by 
the engine, going at a speed of over B&B 
miles an hour. The horses and the two 
boys were thrown a distance of almost 100 
yards, and squarely on to the depot. The 
body of John, the elder brother, who had 
been driving, fell manged and lifeless be- 
fore the little company of waiters on the 
Station platform. he younger boy's body 
was thrown several feet bevond the station 
piatform and _ “still contained life when 
picked up. Both the honses were killed. 

[he Becker boys live on a farm two miles 
from Troy, and the body of the dead boy 
and that of the injured boy was moved to 
the home The wagon was completely de- 
molished. 

A spoke from one of the wheels flew 
through the window of the ticket office and 
narrowly missed the agent. The pltece of 
wood traveied with such force that the fur- 
niture of the office was almost destroyed. 
Coroner Bailey of Aiton held an inquest 
over the body of the unfortunate boy Sat- 
urday morning. 


“HELBENT JEROJIMQ'S” RAID 


He Is Stealing Horses by Wholesale 
and the Officers Are Perplexed in 
Counties Around St. Louis, 


The authorities at Clayton have recetved 
information that horses are being stolen in 
great numbers in counties adjo.ning St. 
Louis Countv. and aa the tame tactics are 
adhered to as characterized the wholesale 
thefts in St. Louis County, {t is beHeved 
that it is all the work of the notorious 
“Helbent Jeronimg.” A deputy has been 
stationed at Cape Girardeau to keep a 


watch out for any attempt that m.ght be 
made to ship the stolen animals across the 
river at that point, but as yet no aresis 
have occurred. 

The mysterious being who styles himself 
“Heibent Jeronimo, president of the Mis- 
souri Horse Thief Association,’’ has suc- 
ceeded in condurting @ll the off-cers of st. 
Louis Countv to a state of petrified per- 
plexity. Present indications aie that he 
will engender an equal amount of conster- 
nation in adjoining counties and if he con- 
tinues in his present wild raids he wiil 
g00n have all Missouri in bew.iderment. 
Never before did the authoritles of St. 
Louls County have to combat with an out- 
law of such shrewdness and indomnitable 
boldness. It is the practice of ‘‘Heibent 
Jeronimo” to leave a notice on the stable 
door when he has stolen the horses there- 
from, s.gning the hame ‘““Heilbent Jeroni- 
mo.’ and stating his intended route. Two 
such notices have been left on stables in 
St. Louis County from which horses were 
stolen, and it is ciaimed that the same 
practice is being pursued by the boid thief 
in neighbor.ng counties, 

The loss of scores of horses and mules 
are. accredited to this outlaw and his gang, 
nd but two of the stolen animals have 
ever been recovered, and this was by the 
merest accident.

The fields, too, were all smali, the most 
of the good horses having been scratched 
by their owners on account of the danger- 
ous going. 

It was’ srewing-th day for the bookies, 
and there were 13 pencilera in line when 
betting opened for the first race. Despite 
the small fields and the bad track the spec- 
ulation was brisk all afternoon and the 
penciiers were kept busy from the open- 
ing to the close of the day’s sport. 

it was not a bad day for the pencilers, 
many of the well-piayed horses being 
bowled over. 

That the day passed without mishap or 
accident was due more to good luck than 
anything else, for the track was in fear- 
fui shape. 

‘Miss tXxiwards won the first race at a mile 
and a quarter by 10 lengths. In thie event 
Pinochie was a 6 to 6 favorite.

Under the date of Sept. 2 Mr. Hunt told 
in detail of another claim. he had staked in 
Quartz Creek and of the trouble he had 
had with high-handed Canadian officials.

1 hope no member of the club will get !m- 
patient. I have not found a single authen- 
tic case where any man has staked, worked 
and taken a fortune out of a claim in this 
country within one summer. It is practical- 
ly impossible. Some have staked and sold 
claims suy,e@sed to be rich and thus re- 
alized a large sum in a short time, but not 
even that, this year. 


It is necessary now to develop a newly 
staked claim to find out whether it will 
pay. I will give you an idea of the work 
required—absolutely necessary—to prospect a 
claim in the Indian River territory. 

ro the he of Quartz Creek is 45 miles, 
overland It Yequires, under the very best 
conditions, five days to make the round trip. 
At this season and later a pack must in- 
clude 25 pounds of blankets and cooking 
utensils. A man will .eat 15 pounds of 
“grub’’ on a round trip, and he cannot 
carry more than 5o0 Met, In all. A cabin 
must be built. One & by 10 feet will keep 
two men busy a week. That done, wood 
must. be cut and carried to the place where 
the hole is to be dug, to thaw the ground. 
Fight cords of wood are reguired to thaw 
20 feet down. That means one week's bard 
work for one Man cutting wood: one day to 
make a windlass One day's burning will 
thaw six inches. That mrans 40 days for 
a 20-foot hole. During this time the earth 
is taken out and the hole timbered. Preb- 
ably 10 days are consumed in tunneling. 
Add to this Sundays and bad weather and 
it will be found that nearly three months 
will be required actually to know whether 
a claim is valuable or not. In most cases 
the time reaches nearer a year, because 
part of the season is put in working for 
somebody else, to get a ‘‘grub. etake."’ 

°* © * The first approach of autumn is 
geen on the tops of the moenntains, where 
the foliage begins to turn red. The nights 
get cooler and cooler until they are cold; 
the red on the mountains gets down into 
the valley; the tops of the mountains change 
to yellow brown, each color descending to 
the valley, until at last everything Is of 
that somber hue which characterizes the ap- 
proach of winter in the far North. The 
nights become long and intensely dark.

“Don't talk of them, they are a disgrace 
to the British flag,’ said a soldier the other 
evening, speaking of the civil service here. 

Next year, unless Dominion or Sulphur 
Creeks develop into Kiondike bonanzas or 
Eldorados, they will have the country all 
to themselves and the British flag will 
wave over empty cabins and the typhoid 
victims up on the hill. Thousands of men 
are sitting tn their cabina waiting for the 
river to open—they don't care to work or 
prospect, they will not tle themselves up, 
they are waiting to get out of it. They 
have a novelty here for a mining camp, 
a 10-cent restaurant. Everything is 10 
ents, which I think shows the flushneas of 
Pthe population and the hopefulness of the 
traders.

Col. W. H. Stone, the oldest pioneer of 
Galena, and one of the widest known and 
most successful lead and zinc mine op- 
erators in the United States, is the man 
to whom the “discoverer of Galena’ told 
his geological secrets. 

Col. Stone relates the following strange 
story of the discovery of the Kansas lead 
and zine fields—fields. that during the last 
six months have become the Mecca of zinc 
miners in every part of the world: 

‘‘In April, 1877, I, in company with sever- 
al marshals and deputy marshals, came 
from St. Louis to Southeastern Kansas in 
pursuit of cattle thieves who had for some 
time been stealing cattle belonging to the 
man for whom I worked at Kansas City. 
During this trip our little party camped 
for several days on the very ground where 
Galena has since been built. There Was 
then not a single house for more than a 
m'‘le in any direction from our camp. Jop- 
lin, Mo., seven miles to the east, was the 
nearest town. It was then a thriving little 
lead camp, but as yet no zinc had been 
mined there. 


“One day two outlaws were discovered 
at Joplin, and the citizens of that place 
immediately: gave them an urgent invita- 
tion to ‘quit. camp.’ This invitation was 
accepted without ceremony, the outlaws 
turning their faces toward the West. They 
passed directly over the present site of Ga- 
lena, and beyond it a short distance they 
made a discovery of surface lead ore. Re- 
ports of this discovery soon became noised 
about Joplin, and people flocked to the new 
find in hundreds. Our camp was within 
sight of the main congregating place of 
the men as, they daily came over from the 
aiieaourt camp to prospect. 

“Our meeting happened in this way: I 
was sauntefing along among the miners, 
giving little heed of anything in particular, 
and noting things only in general. Among 
the men I saw one strange, sad face, 
browned by the.sun, and-.yet intellectual

Octave Chanute’s Machine Will 
Preserve Its Equilibrium, No 
Matter What the Wind’s 


Force. 


CTAVE CHANUTE, a Chicago aero- 
naut, has practically discovered the 
secret upon which the final solution 

of the problem of man flight depends. Time 
after time other experimenters have al- 
lower it to be given cut by enthusiastic and 
admiring friends: that the end was at hand, 
and that a machine had ‘been completed 
which would enable a man under all condl- 
tions of wind and weather to skim the roof, 
trees and steeplés as lightly ‘as the gull 
skims the wave crests. , 

All students of aeronautics have agreed 
that when the question of perfect equilib- 


flying became simply a matter of propul- 
sion. With positive equilibrium still a mat- 
ter of great uncertainty, many aeronauts 
have continued to experiment in advanced 
fields, hoping to solve the equilibrium ques- 
tion after the others had been fully an- 
swered. 

Octave Chanute has made a particular 
study of the matter of equilibrium, and has 
just completed and tested a model machine 
that, he says, maintains absolute equilibri- 
um under all conditions of the wind. Upon 
his return from Burope the inventor will 
bufld a man-bearing aeroplane on the lines 
of the model, and the aeronautic world will 
watch the result with a depth of interest 
measured by the fact that upon the success 
of the machine hangs in all probability the 
successfyl flying of man. 

There has been developed recently : an- 
other turn that aeronauts state will be of 


the greatest service in advancing the 
science. Among the men interested, the 
development is called ‘‘aspiration.’’

The thing is a 
seeming paradox, because an object is.made 
the power to advanée the object in the dl- 
rection from which the wind is blowing. 
The truth that a head wind canbe so 
used is of value only under proper condi- 
tions and aeronauts say that a motive pow- 
er under the control of’ the a¢ronaut is an 
absolute essential to success. ‘The fact re-

quality of aspiration admits not merely of 
an aeronautic glide but a positive and con- 
tinued flight through the air after the man- 
ner of a bird. Touching it and its ultimate 
bearing on the question of flight Octave 
Chanute says: 

“The accomplishment of aspiration will 
not only largely reduce the propelling force

This state- 
ment applies to all other places in Colorado, 
Outside of Denver there are many small 
towns where people can live more cheaply 
than in the city... Among them may be 
mentioned Littleton, 10 miles out; Loveland, 
4) miles; Fort Collins, }W, and Greeley, #0 
miles. 

Other desirable health resorts in Colorado 
are Cascade, Green Mountain Falls, Mani- 
tou Park, Woodland Park, Canon City, 
Trinidad, Pueblo, Boulder, and Colorado 
Springs.

In conclusion, I would say that there is 
no place suitable for all cases, and frequent- 
ly one will do better by remaining a part

of the year in one region, and then remove | 


ing to another for the balance of the year. 
One patient will do well in one place and the 
next patient will do poorly, simply because 
the climatic conditions are not suitable for 
the case. We should judiciously shift a pa- 
tient about from place to place, if necessary, 
until recOvery has recurred or until the dis- 
ease has become latent, and then it becomes 
a serious question as to whether we should 
advise a permanent residence almost any- 
where in the Rocky Mountain region, where 
one can live and round out a long and use- 
ful life or to allow the patient to return to 
Eastern climate and environment. With 
very few exceptions, those returning will 
sooner or later redevelop tuberculosis. Too 
frequently patients, in their anxiety to re- 
turn to Eastern homes, do so before the dis- 
ease is entirely eradicated or health per- 
fectly restored.

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HB annexation of Cuba, Porto Rico 
q's and the Philippines has opened up a 
new department of medical research, 
The possession of territory so near the 
equator has made it necessary for our med- 
ical schools to provide students with an 
intimate knowledge of strange and virulent 
diseases which exist for the most part only 
in the torrid zone. In fact, the study of 
tropical disease will now be given a prom- 
inent place in the curriculum of our univer- 
sities. Several colleges have already taken 
steps in this direction. Johns Hopkins has 
gone to the extent of sending a commis- 
sion of several doctors and students to the 
Far East for the purpose of obtaining infor- 
mation concerning these diseases. 

Not only has the United States awak- 
ened to the importance of this need, but 
other countries are taking up the matter 
as well. England has established. two col- 
leges for the study of tropical disease, one 
in London and the other in Liverpool. Ger- 
many is establishing a school, which will 
be under the direction of Prof. Koch, Italy 
already has taken up the subject in the 
study of malaria.

Neuralgia 
and sciatica he has treated successfully, in 
every case giving almost instant and per- 
manent relief. An obstinate case of lupus 
—a form of tuberculosis affecting the skin— 
was cured after two treatments, although 
the patient had been under ordinary medi- 
cal attendance for.a long time, the dis- 
ease resisting every remedy. 

But the most aignificant and important 
feature of all Dr. White's work has been 
his experiments with cancer. He has had 
a number of very severe cases. In one of 
them, cancer of the nose, the sore has en- 
tirely disappeared and Dr. White believes 
the patient to be permanently cured. 

All the other cases show marked im- 
provement, although there has not been 
time for the sores to heal entirely. 

Dr. White does not assert positively that 
liquid air will invariably cure cancer, but 
he says: “Il am hopeful as to the ulti- 
mate result.”’ 

One cancer case he treated was that of 
a woman © years old. The cancer was well 
advanced, having drawn down the corner 
of the patient’s eye. She had tried all 
manner of treatment. Dr. White's method 
was very simple. He placed a little Nquid 
in a wide bottom fiask, the cork of 
which was pierced with two holes. 
Through one of these holes a glass tube 
to the bottom of the flask, the 
outer end being curved like a spout and 
the tip drawn together until the aperture 
was not larger than a pencil point. On 
Placing his thumb over the other hole in 
the cork the expand!ng air within the flask 
drove the liquid air through the spout in 
affine spray. This froze the surface of the 
, cancer white, and if continued long 
enough in one spot would have cauter- 
ized it like hot iron. 

“Our usual treatment,” said Dr. White. 
“is by means of this apray, although we 
_ Sometimes use a swab made of cotton and 
dipped in the air. The swab is especially 
desirable when we wish to remove tissue, 
such as a wart." 

The flesh is not frostbitten by Hquid air 
om ae recovers its normal state. Only 
wet cold causes frostbite.

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of severe cases of erysipelas, 
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Dr. White tells of an experiment in 
which the ear of a live rabbit was com.- 
pletely frozen by placing it in liquid alr. 
It was so stiff that a piece easily snapped 
off in the fingers without pain and with- 
out any flow of blood. In 10 minutes cir- 
culation was re-established and the ear 
regained its former temperdture and color. 
Dr. White has experimented longest with 
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ulcers, abscesses, boils and other sores. He 
says of them. 

“IT have now treated so many cases that 
I can say positively that medicine has 
nothing at its disposal to-day which will 
so quickly, thoroughly and with as little 
pain, clear up the edges and stimulate the 
healing of an ulcer as liquid air does when 


properly applied. Qnly one freezing is 
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needed to cure an abscess, boil or carbun- 
cle in the early Stages."’ 

Dr. White thinks that medicine is just 
on the borders of the vast field of useful- 
ness for liquid air. He thinks it may be 
used in the pulmonary diseases, in the re- 
duction of fever and so on, although the 
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Johns Hopkins University Inaugu- 
rates the Movement by Send- 
ing a Medical Commis- 
sion to Manila. 


will be under the charge of Prof, William 
Osler and it will be operated like the 'Lon- 
don and Liverpool institutions, but the 
dommission which has gone to the Far 
East will pursue special lines of investiga- 
tion, transmitting the knowledge obtained 
to the parent school. 

This commission is already at work in 
the field. It is composed of Prof. Simon 
Filexnor of the pathological department in 
Johns Hopkins, Joseph M. Flaint and Fred- 
erick P. Gay, medical students of Chicago 
and Boston resvectively. and John W. Gar- 
rett of Baltimore. 

They will visit Yokohama and Kobe, in 
Japan, Shanghal, Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore, in China, Colombo and neighboring 
points. But their most important work 
will be done in the Philippines, where 
they will study the causes, action and re- 
Sults of the strange diseases which exist 
under tropical conditions. The dissemina- 
tion of disease and methods for its pre- 
vention will be important objects of study. 
They will seek to prove mice, dogs and 
other animals contract the plague and 
transfer it to human beings. How to bar 
these possibilities will be a subject of 
study. 
Deague, which often exists in conjunction 
with yellow fever, is one tropical disease 
which needs investigation, Beri-beri is an- 
Other. The medical authorities have had 
long disputes over the probably origin of 
this disease. Some say it is due to eat- 
ing rice; others to the consumption of raw 
fish. It is prevalent in the Far East. It is 
found in China, India, Japan, Sumatra, 
Borneo, Java, Moluccas and in Cuba. Ves- 
sels carried it to Ouba from Asla. To quote 
Prof. Osler, ‘‘the mortality from this dis- 
ease among the coolies of the Malay 
archipelago is simply frightful.” Yet, as 
intimated, no specific organism of the 
malady has been found. The period of in- 
oculation is probably long, that is the period 
elapsing from the time a man is inocu- 
lated until the disease manifests itself, may 
be a few days or it may be many months. 
One seldom gets rid of it entirely. 
Travelers in China have often reported 
the great number of cases of elephantiasis, 
that remarkable disease which makes a ver- 
itable mountain of a man, swelling his 
limbs particularly, until they are out of 
all proportion to his size. Prof. Patrick 
Manson proved conclusively that this dis- 
ease of the Chinese was caused by little 
threadlike worms which the mosquito car- 
ries about from one person to another, in- 
oculating them. This little worm, the fila- 
ria, has several cousins which are the cause 
of two or three tropical diseases, such as 
the guinea worm disease of Africa and 
the East Indies, the sleeping sickness of 
the African negro, and others equally re- 
markable. There is the filaria diurni!, which

Manson found in 1891. This curious worm 
can only be found in the peripheral blood 
during the day time, or when the patients 
stays awake. It cannot be found at night 
or when the patient is asleep. The theory 
is that it must go into the inner blood pase 
sages at night. The filaria bancrofti exists 
under directly opposite conditions. It can- 
not be discovered during the daytime, but 
only at night, when the datient sleeps. The 
filaria of the guinea worm disease enters 
its victim’s mouth with his food, and, hav 
ing reached his stomach, refuses to be di-« 
gested and penetrates outward until it 
comes to the surface of his body, under the 
akin of which it can be felt like a bundle 
of fine threads. Then it works its way 
downward, giving birth to enormous num- 
bers of young worms on the way, until it 
reaches the ankles, when, strangely enough, 
it voluntarily leaves its host, 

Since there is a leper settlement in Porto 
Rico, on the island named Louis Pena, and 
as there are many lepers in Manila, the 
commission will study this disease. 

Yellow fever under Eastern conditions 
will also be studied, and the claims of Sane 
arelli to having eliminated a distinct organe- 
ism peculiar to the disease will be investi-«- 
gated. Sanarelll, who is director of the 
Medical Institute at Montevideo, describes 
the bacillus as a minute, slender, rod-like 
worm, from two to four microns in length, 
found only in the blood and «issues. It oc- 
curs in very @mall numbers, but produces 
a toxine of extraordinary intensity, There 
seems to be little doubt that his claims are 
correct. The prevalence of typhoid in Hon- 
olulu and Manila will make the visit of 
the commission very opportune. 

Of much greater interest, however, will 
be the investigation of Prof. Haffkine’s re- 
puted piague cure. This is highly impor- 
tant. The official report on plague for 
the Bombay district shows a mortality of 
225,000. In Formosa the Governor-Gen- 
eral reports 25 to 40 deaths dally. The dis- 
ease is making disastrous headway in 
Hong Kong. Ismaila, Dgypt, has been in- 
vaded, and, although the recent depletion 
of Grand Bassam, on the African gold 
coast, was said to be caused by yellow fe- 
ver, it is now believed that the disease was 
really the plague. All this in spite of the 
fact that the Indian Plague Commission, 
through Prof. Haffkine, seems to have 
found a genuinely valuable serum. Its re- 
liability was preved by the foilowing re- 
markable experiments: 

Twenty rats were taken from a ship 
newly arrived from Europe. Ten of the ro- 
dents were inoculated with the Haffkine 
serum, and, with the uninoculated ten, 
were put in a cage which already con- 
tained a plague-stricken rat. Nine of the 
uninoculated died, and only one of the 
doctored rats died. 

Of the 100 inhabitants of the village of 
Uran, 426 were inoculated. Seven of these 
persons were attacked with the plague, but 
all recovered. Of those inhabitants not 
inoculated, % were seized and & died. In 
Damaun 2197 persons were inoculated. Only 
3% of these died of the plague. Of 63 un- 
inoculated persons 1462 died. At Lanowll, @ 
village of 700 inhabitants, 3233 persons were 


inoculated and seven of them died. Of 
S77 uninoculated persons, & died. There 


are many other examples, amounting ia 
all to 70,000 persons inoculated. 


IA CASE OF EMETIC WO 


Common Salt Developed Poison 
in a Man's Stomach 
and He Died. 


T IS a long-established fact in toxicology 
that certain drugs that are harmless 
| when taken regularly Into the system 
in small quantities have deadly conse- 
quences when their use suddenly is discon- 
tinued. When, for instance, a person has 
been addicted for a long period to the prac- 
tice of arsenic eating the sudden and com- 
plete deprivation of the drug will cause 
h from arsenical polsoning. 

Last week, however, & all more remark- 
able thing happened in England. A man 
entered a wayside inn and was supplied 
with a mug of beer. The innkeeper saw him 
empty into the Hquor the contents of a 
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emetic he had taken, as something had dis- 
agreed with him. 

The innkeeper was by no means reassure 
either by the man's statement or by his 
manner, and; unwilling to risk a tragedy 
on his premises, he sent for a policeman, 
An examination of the white paper packet 
confirmed, in the constable’s op nion, the 
landlord's theory of suicide; and by way of 
being at any rate on the safe side, they 
forced the man, despite his protests, te 
swallow a strong solution of common Salt, 
the policeman’s “first aid’ experience have 
ing made him aware that that is an excele- 
lent emetic for use in an emergency. 

To their unspeakabie consternation the 
man died; and the post-mortem examina- 
tlon revealed the extraordinary fact that it 
was the salt and water that had killed him, 
The white paper packet which the mas 


had emptied into his beer had contained 5 


sulphate of sinc, which, by itself, w 
have done him no harm. The salt

Mr. Marshall is about 35 
years of age and possessed of a strong spirit of 
adventure. Thie bas led bim to take several trips, 
all toward Mexico, Central and Sonth America 
and, to a great extent, familiarized bim with the 
customs of the inhabitants. .

LEFT St. Louls on May 2% bound for 
| Mexico and Lower California for the 

purpose of securing specimens of cacti, 
which abound in that country. I traveled 
by th@ Southern route and arrived at Mag- 
adalena, State of Sonora, on May BD, after 
changing cars at Nogales, Ariz. Magada- 
lena, being the terminus of a railroad, is 
naturally quite well provided with the nu- 
merous little comforts of civilization 80 
much appreciated by Americans. But as 
one travels farther thie je less and less the 
case, From this place I went to Hermosillo, 
the capital of the State, where I spent two 
days. The town, though dignified by the 
name of capital, is nothing more than a col- 
lection of adobe huts, miscalled houses, in 
the center of which is a square ornamented 
by the “Palace,” domicile of the Governor, 
who Is appointed by the President and who, 
in turn, appoints the Alcaldes, or Mayors, 
of the different towns under his jurisdic- 
tion. The Governor of a Mexican State has 
almost autocratic power over the suppos- 
ably free and independent voters. This Is 
a characteristic of the ancient Spanish re- 
gime which still holds. 

Il arrived at Guaymas on the coast of the 
Gulf of California and prepared to take the 
steamer for San Rocco on the West coast 
of Lower California. It sailed the next day 
and the trip took us six days to complete, 
the boat doubling the peninsula and going 
up the coast a distance of about 300 miles. 


The water in this region is so clear om 


no difficulty at all is experienced in seein: 
things forty feet below the surface. The 
sea is always calm and a boat moves over 
it without a perceptible quiver. The bath- 
ing is delightful, but not unattended with 
danger in the presence of man-eating 
shaks.

Over- 
board he jumped, but came back to get a 
hammer as he could not break it with his 


hands. Just as he made his second dive, 
the rapidly-moving black fin of a shark 
was discovered within twenty feet of where 
he had disappeared. The warning cries ap- 
prised him that there was something wrong 
and he lost no time in coming to the sur- 
face and making for the boat. He was 
Pulled up just in time, for when his feet 
left the water the fish turned over and 
made a vicious snap at his coveted prey. 

The Mexican coolly leaned down while 
the fish was in this position and rapped 
the old fellow a blow on the nose that made 
him turn tall and go without any neces- 
sary delay. 

Another interesting occurrence on the 
ocean trip was when a Lascar agailor volun- 
teered to show how sharks were killed in 
his country. Several were following in the 
wake of the ship at the time and the Las- 
ear selected the largest for the exhibition. 
Divesting himself of his already scanty ap- 
parel, he armed himself with a knife, which 
he carried between his teeth, and made a 
deep dive. We did not see him for fully 
two minutes and just when we thought 
something was wrong,-a great commotion 
occurred among the sharks, and slowly one 
turned over on his back, the water, mean- 
while, becoming deep red. 

The Lascar had swum under water and 
used his dirk with deadly effect. So quiet 
had been his approach that the other fishes 
had failed to notice him, and when they did 
they were then frightened off by the splash- 
ings made by their wounded brother. 

We arrived at San Rocco, on the west 
coast of Lower California, June 9, and I at 
once made preparations for the journey 
across country. San Rocco is a small town, 
inhabited mostly by miners, who are em- 
ployed by a great French company control- 
ing a rich copper mine at that place. With 
a burro pack-train we set out on our over- 
land journey. Our way took us through 
dense forests and jungles. Tropical vege- 
tation abounded and the woods seemed 
alive with animals, 

Game of all sorts was plentiful—deer of 
various sizes, wild-cats, catamounts and the 
terrible little peccaries, about which so 
much has been written. 

Cacti of most widely dissimilar types 
grew side by side and I had no difficulty 
in securing those I wanted. The interior of 
the country is but sparsely inhabited, and 
we encountered few people on our trip, and 


these mostly Mexicans—Indians being far 
between on the peninsula. 

After seven days traveling we arrived at 
Saga Rosa Lea, on the east coast, opposite 
the mainland, June 16. The following day 
we took the steamer across the Gulf,which 
we were 12 hours in traversing. 

We arrived at Hotam, which has figured 
fn the press dispatches regarding the Ya- 
qui war, and here remained for over a 
month, having accidentally sprained my 
ankle. No doctor being near, I treated it 
as best I could and waited there until I was 
again able to use it. During this lay-up I 
was afforded an excellent opportunity to 
study the character (or, rather, lack of it) 
of the people. As is the case with all Latin- 
Americans, the Mexican, particularly the 
country Mexican, is intensely lazy: in fact 
he has reduced it to a fine art, having min- 
imized even the necessary exertions on his 
part such as are attendant upon getting 
things to eat and drink. The frijoles and 
torteas are the food of all, rich and poor 
alike, and religiously served at every meal, 
The frijole is a large, black bean. which is 
boiled and then fried in fat, seasoned and 
ready to be eaten. The torteas is somewhat 
similar to the Southern corn pone, being 
made of corn meal and water. The corn is 
ground in the old, primitive manner, a hol- 
low stone being the mortar and another 
being the pestle. 

In addition the fruits of the cacti, many 
and various, are extensively eaten, many 
persons supporting life entirely upon some 
of the species. 

The national drink is mescal, similar in its 
effect, at least, to whisky. It is obtained 
from the flesh of cactus. 

Hotam, the town where I was invalided, 
is on the Yaqui! River, about 75 miles from 
the Yaqui Valley, the home of the Indians 
who are creating the present disturbance. 
They are remarkably fine specimens of hu- 
manity and are quite superior to the Mex- 
icans. They work hard, fight well, are in- 
telligent, brave and civilized. 

To a man they are Catholics and most de- 
vout.,. 

I doubt the veracity of the dispatches 
which state that their uprising was brought 
about by the influx of Americans into the 
gold fields. The Americans have always 
been received in a kindly manner by the 
Indians, who greatly prefer them to the 
Mexicans. It Is probable that the same

cause that precipitated the other wars in 
which the Yaquis engaged actuated them 
in this—the gradval encroachment of the 
Mexicans upon their p+ Bogner and the 
quiet dispossession of all their property that 
is constantly going on. 

The story of the gold Ke1ds has been, as 
was the case with Alaska and every other 
place, greatly exaggerated. There are aA 
few mines in this region, it is true, but 
heard of none that paid more than $4 or § 
a day. The chance for an American does 
not He in gold mining—there is nothing to 
that—bur in farming. 

The ground is remarkably fertile, permit- 
ting three and four crops to be raised on 
it yearly and all manner of fruits, grains 
and vegetables can be cultivated with great 
succéss. 

The climate is also well suited for orange 
and banana plantations, of which there al- 
ready is a few, all paying big profits. The 
ground may be purchased for next to noth- 
ing and the price of labor, such as it is, ts 
ridiculous—30 cents a day, silver, amounting 
to 15 cents in our money.

The sole disadvantage under which the 
country labors is lack of rain. For several] 
months in the year the Yaqui! and other 
riverbeds are absolutely dry. Good sys- 
tems of irrigation are rapidly overcoming 
this handicap, leaving nothing to-.be desired. 

An interesting fact in connection with 
the Yaquis is that on the occasion of feast 
days in the church they gather and have 
dances, similar to those practiced by their 
church. This blending of religion and 
savagery is unique, but it has obtained a 
regular place among the ceremonials of the 
church Whenever the more important 
feasts occur the dances are proportionately 
prolonged, some lasting as long as four 
and five days, 

From 4000 to 6000 Indians come to these 
“pow-wows,”’ which happen five and six 
times a year, and at the conclusion of the 
feats hold councils and discuss subjects of 
national interest, they being, to a certain 
extent, self-governing. 

It was at the last one of these, held just 
before I left, that the present war was de- 
termined upon. It will be waged to the 
bitter end, for the Indians well know that 
it means either emancipation or extermina- 
tion. For when the last treaty was signed 
with Gen. Torres, who was slain the other 
day, it was specified that if the Yaquis

were ever again to rebel, their lands would 
be confiscated and they would be wiped 
out entirely. So the aboriginals had this 
before them when they entered into’ con- 
flict.

JEALOUS HOMER BIRD KILLED FRIENDS IN THE KLON 


He Deserted His Wife in New Or- 
leans for an Adventuress and 
They Joined an Expedi- 
tion to Alaska. 


LL the way from New Orleans to the 
A frozen Kiondike Homer Bird trav- 


eled with a party of prospectors, 


friends and townsmen of his, and there, on » 


the banks of the turgid Yukon, he killed 
two of them for the sake of the temptress 
who had lured him from his wife and chil- 
dren. . 

Norma Strong was the woman. His vic- 
tims were Robert L. Patterson, a newspaper 
publisher, and Hans Hurlin, a manly young 
fellow, who had been employed as book- 
keeper for a wholesale shoe house in New 
Orleans. 

’ Bird is now a prisoner at the military 
post at St. Michael's, Alaska. 

Homer Bird was a member of the Mer- 
chants, Dealers and Lumbermen’s Ex- 
change of New Orleans, Three years ago, 
as he was standing in front of the building, 
Norma Strong passed by. A glance—he fol- 
lowed. That was the beginning which led 
to the double murder of sucn recent date. 

He became infatuated with the woman and 
visited her frequently. His wife knew of 
the attachment, but long ago she was given 
to understand it was broken off. . 

Little is known of the woman's history, 
but it is believed that she came from New 
York State. She was in Chicago during 
the World's Fair. The races attracted her 
to New Orleans. When Bird met her she 
lived on Baronne street, near Peraido. 

Robert L. Patterson was the chief organ- 
izer of the Kiondike expedition. He former- 
ly published the Daily Truth on Bienville 
street. He was passionately fond of base- 
ball; so was Bird, They became acquaint- 
ed at the ball grounds and often met there. 
Both were members of the “Rooters’ Club.” 

Patterson mentioned his Klondike scheme 
to Bird; he told Norma Strong. She per- 
suaded him to join the expedition. The 
other members of the party were Hans Hur- 
lin, a bookkeeper who lived on Canal street, 
near Rampart street; Charles Scheffler, a 
printer, 2813 Ursuline street—and Norma 
Strong. Kach man contributed $1000 to the 
outfit's common fund. None but Bird knew 
the woman was to go until they met by 
different routes in San Francisco a year 
ago. 

There they were. The woman was detcr- 
mined to go. Bird was determined to have 
her go. And she went. : 

Dissensions soon arose. The unfortunate 
Hans Hurlin, it seems, had a premonition 
of the fate that awalted him. Writing 
from Ban Francisco to a friend in New 
Orleans, Hurlin named the other men in 
the party, Patterson, Bird and Scheffler. 

I cannot say that I like the first two men 

very much, Hurlin wrote, so I think that 
the third man and I will stick together. 
1 do not think that they will get the best 
of us ip Alaska. What I have seen and 
heard thus far convinces me that if will 
pay me well to keep eyes and ears open. 
I want you and John (meaning another 
friend) to keep thie letter with these last 
remarks to yourself, and only mention it it 
all in order to prepare my friends should 
anything go wrong. 

Hurlin was a fine young fellow of 27 years. 
He was of splendid athletic development, a 
member of the Young Men's Gymnastic 
Club here. He was a bookkeeper in a 
wholesale shoe shop and his employer had 
the greatest regard for him. 

Those who know Norma Strong declare 
that it was she who aroused this quarrel, 
Playing one man against the other, as a 
chess player pawns.

The last letter his mother received from 
him was dated Sept. 26, 1898, in which he 
Stated that the party was about to leave 
for Holy Cross Mission, 200 miles above St. 


Michael's, on the Yukon River. 

and pressed. Not again hearing from him, 
his parents were in tortures of anxiety un- 
til came the news of the murder of Pat- 
terson and Hurlin. They were comforted 
by the knowledge that their son was alive 
at least. 

This little party of men, with Eve among 
them, had traveled up the Yukon River 
during the early fall. They had stopped at 
the Mission of the Holy Cross for weeks 
and continued on until the snow and the 
ice ahd the driving wind of that world al- 
most froze their marrow. They went into 
winter quarters at a little mining village, 
there to await the coming of the summer. 
There had been other people living in this 
mining camp, but. fallure or the intense 
cold had driven them to the more thickly 
settled sections. 

Bitter quarrels, flerce jealousy imflamed 
the men of the party. Finally Bird sug- 
gested that they separate, He and Norma 
Strong would remain together. The woman, 
it appears, did not encourage this plan. 
Besides, it was almost impossible to sepa- 
rate and, again, all had ownership in the 
common stores. 

The fatal morning came. The five were 
at breakfast. Bird took up his rifle and, 
with murder in his heart, left the others 
seated around the campfire. Soon he was 
hidden behind a snowdrift. He took care- 
ful aim, fired. 

Patterson fell back with a bullet in his 
breast. The others—the woman shrieking, 
for she had not thought that her wiles 
would lead to murder—jumped to their feet 
and tried to run through the snow. 

Bird pulled the trigger again. Hurlin fell 
dead, shot through the head. 

For reasons that he only knows, Bird had 
decided to spare Scheffler. He came from 
behind the pile of snow, and pointing his 
rife, now at him, now at the woman, said: 

“Swear that you'll never tell a word 
of this or you'll join the others. I'll kill 
you, too.” 

Both swore to keep the dreadful secret. 
There lay the dead Hurlin. It was meces- 
sary to bury him. Scheffler and the wo- 
man dug a shallow grave under the snow 
and laid the victim away. 

Full of remorse, the woman nursed Pat- 
terson as best she could, gave him all the 
comforts possible. In a few days he died. 
Another frozen grave was dug and he 
was laid away. 

There the three survivors remained until 
summer came. Bird did not regard the 
youthful Scheffler as a rival: perhaps the 
woman considered Scheffler a prey too cal- 
low, Whether or not visions of his vio- 
tims haunted him, Bird seemed happy with 
Norma Strong. The snows melted, the ice 
broke up, and they journeyed to St. Mich- 
ael's. 

There the woman told of the murder to 
the authorities. Bird desperately resisted 
arrest, but was thrown Into prison. To make 
his punishment the more sure, Norma Strong 


and the youthful Scheffler were held as 
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The double murder occurred at a poiht 
8 miles above Anoik. 

The latest details of the tragedy are giv- 
en in a letter to Mrs. Patterson.

By neral consent my tent became general 
beadquarters for news. 
The English bere have conceived great 
respect for us Yankees, all of a sudden. 
They speak of us as their Anglo-Saxon 
brothers and seem to be proud that they 
are Englishmen, because we Americans made 
such a great showing and they used to be 
our ancestors! They lay it all to our an- 
cestry. 
None of the Americans here had any 
doubt about the outcome of the war. They 
were all interested, but not excited. Every 
Swede and Norwegian up here now is an 
American. They are very proud of what the 
United States has done. 

¢* © ®© A little way from my cabin is a 
vacant tent., The outfit is still there, but 
the occupant’ bas been gone over a month. 
He was John Peppers, age 28 or 30 
years old. One morning he told me he was 
feeling sick. I gave him some ‘medicine 
and a@ little beef extract. He seemed very 
rateful, but looked bad. I did not see 
im for a day or two. Some one told me 
he had gone to the hospital. He bas never 
returned and probably never will. Hinton, 
my quasi partner, and I are going to take 
eharge of his effects and try to find the 
address of his folks, if he does not turn 
up. This is only one of the pathetic inci- 
dents of life in the Kiondike.

anywhere else? 
Dawson, Feb. 15, 1899. 


Some mall has come in. Got three letters 
from you, one dated Sept. 1, so you see, 
if you get your mall irregularly, I scarcely 
get any at all. The mail service is st‘ll 
all mixed up. The American mail is be- 
hind yet. It goes clear through Canadian 
territory to Circle City, Minnook and so 
on to St. Michael, 2200 miles by dog-team, 
so they are worse off than we are. Now, as 
I may go over on the American side you 
must bear it in mind that they have prac- 
tically no mail service at all there. Still 
things may improve here; they are taking 
some vigorous steps toward stamping out 
the corruption of the ‘“recorder’s’’ office. 
Each new discovery must be posted at 
once in a public place as eoon as recorded. 
There are to be a number of prosecutions 
for perjury and fraudulent entries of 
claims, and Ogilvie has posted notices that 
he js ready to hear any specific charges of 
corruption that may be made and they are 
waking up to a realization of the fact that 
they have nearly strangled the goose that 
lays the golden eggs. As to the Northern 
Lights, they have been as badly exagger- 
ated aa the extent of the goldfields. (Of 
course, there are some good mines that 
pay, but thousands that don't, and that's 
about the truth of the mine problem). Now 
about the lights, they are not very brilliant 
here, nor were any which I have seen on 
the trail. I think Joaquin Miller must have 
geen his in a pipe-dream. 

All that I have seen have been pale, col- 
orless, filckering, wavering lights—sun- 
bursts from behind a range of hills—penclils 
of light shot up into the air and curtains 
of light constantly changing in form and 
intensity. The only colored one I saw was 
at Skaguay, where it looked Iike a quiet, 
partly cloudy sunset of purplish grays or 
reddish grays; ft was really very preity. 
A friend who wintered at St. Michael said 
they were very brilliant there, that they 
looked like showers of colored lights, or 
colored fires falling from the sky. If so, 
they leave any that I have seen far in the 
shade. The white Aurora is weird and un- 
canny. At midnight, on @ dark trail, they 
give one a creepy sensation; they made me 
feel every mile of the distance from St. 
Louis. Speaking of sensations, I had a 
very peculiar one the other night. I was 
on my way back from Dawson to my cabin 
(three miles) and the light was very un- 
certain, the-wind blowing a gale, the trail 
drifted over and invisible for the most part 
and the thermometer 3 degrees be‘ow—an 
unpleasant combination. I had to trust en- 
tirely to my feet to find the way, as I could 
not see it. (One has a sort of snow-blind- 
ness when the light is uncertain.) or 
course, I was off into the deep snow time 
and again. Between the worry of this and 
the dismal sound of the wind and the cold 
air, full of oxygen, I began to feel giddy 
and lightheaded and had a strong fee!- 
ing of nausea, very much the kind of 
feeling one has who is just coming out of 
jan ether trance. 


sin. I have not relied entirely upon my 
own estimates in reaching this coclusion, 
but have consulted such cool-headed old-tim- 
ers as Miller, West, Radcliffe, Vogt, Wil- 
son, Capen and others. They all say stay. 

I am so well\sgatisfied with the outlook 
here * * * tha? I ask tO be permitted 
to increase my #ubacription to $100, with 
the privilege of playing in the amount with- 
in one year. 

The financial statement I send by thie 
mail shows that I have received £1000, 
earned $102, expended $1044.75, leaving a 
cash balance of $57.25. 

The hope of success fs all that keeps me 
here. It is a kind of Robinson Crusoe life, 
and a man grows old fast under such un- 
favorable conditions, 

The United States mall has at last ar- 
rived—4100 pounds in all. For four months 
we. received nothing but two small lots 
of Canadian mail, in which I was fortunate 
enough to receive two letters from home. 

The claim Alex Wilson gave upon Hunker 
turned out rich. Now he can howl. Mie- 
sourl people are doing fairly well here, Mil- 
ler has been sick. Fred Banker and Ernst 
Gross have been lald up with scurvy, but 
are better. 

The claim I staked on Dominion Creek 
last fall—the one the Canadian officials 
held me out of—has turned out very rich. 
Laymen on the lower end claim that they 
have already taken out $150,000. It makes 
me sick every time I passe there to think 
of how near I came to getting it for the 
club. “Hinton was beaten out the same way 
on No. 41, above Sulphur. His claim was 
given by an official to two women. 

But our turn will come next. Up the 
gulch where we have been prospecting on 
the claim I staked we have got as good as 
15 cents to the pan—10 cents is considered 
“‘pay dirt''—and I am trying to determine 
if it will average anywhere near that rate. 
If so, it will make a fine sluicing proposi- 
tlon—that is, summer diggings. That would 
on aout $200 a day to each man shovel- 
ng in. 


The next letter received by Mr. Trayser 
Was from the banks of Dominion Creek, 
dated May 3. In it Mr. Hunt told of the 
parting between himself and Hinton, owing 
to the necessity of the latter earning a 
“grub stake” for the next season. Next 
to their claim was one occupied by a man 
of @ years and a young fellow named 
Haldiman. The old man became sick and 
had to be sent back to Dawson City. He 
had only $1.55. Hunt and Haldiman agreed 
to work the claim, and In five days took 
out between $800 and $900, half of which 
went to the owner of the claim, Alex Mc- 
Kinnon, Mr. Hunt says:

They say it is the first symptom of freez- 
ing to death, but I was not cold at all, my 
hands were very moist and warm and I 
was perfectly warm and comfortable all 
over. I think it was caused by the fact 
that, having to trust to my feet entirely to 
keep the trail, all my other senses weré6é 
dormant. It was brain subordinated to in- 
stinct; my brain seemed to be all in my 
toes and my head felt empty. It is a cu- 
rious sensation to feel that the brain is use- 
less for guidance and that the body is really 
the master in an emergency. 

One's feet are very sensitive in mocca- 
sins; they feel around like handa, one’s toes 
cling to a rock or root like fingers. The 
moccasins are of the greatest service here; 
it will be awkward to return to shoes. 

The short days are over, the sun jis out 
from under cover of the hills and one 
feels much better in every way. For about 
two months we never saw the sun at all; 
from eleven to one it was a dingy sort of 
daylight, from nine to eleven it was twi- 
light and at about half past two p. m. 
one had to light lamps or candles. These 
long nights are no joke—they are very de- 
pint He My window being small, I burned 
candles all day, and many sat in absolute 
darkness; you could not see whom you were 
talking to. 4 


In the light part of the year, however, 
this is a beautiful, If useless (in a large 
sense), country. From an artistic point of 
view it is the most beautiful country I ever 
saw, not even excepting France.

“To show how much such a playground 
is needed one should take the Mound City 
car on Ninth street and go as far as Cass. 
At times the car will have to stop to get 
the children out of the way, as they fairly 
block the way in their play. 
“It has been successfully demonstrated 
that the athletes make the best students, 
as they keep themselves in health. 
“If the children of the gutters could have 
such a playground in wh'ch to exercise, 
they wou'd soon become perfectly heaithy 
and would be far more intelligent than 
those who did not exercise. 


“Another advantage there would be i!s 


this: If the children would be removed 
from their wretched surroundings, they 
would be more likely to scorn vice and 
crime, when they formerly saw it and 


were not ashamed to be assoc!ated with It. 

“There is one drawbacn to our scheme. 
Carr Park belongs to the city and the City 
Council alone cou'd give us the right to 
fit it up for the children, but if a com- 
mittee of the Turners go before that body 
when the funds are raised and ask for the 
park, I think they will let us take it. 

“Though we would be willing to help sup-

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A Course of Special Instruction

4 OURNALISTS are born, not made,” 
J has been a saying for years. The 
universities would like to disprove 

it, and some of them are already trying to 
do so. The demand for educated, as well 
as experienced men, in the field of journal- 
ism—reportorial and editorial—has brought 
about the establishment of courses of jour- 
nalism in a few of the universities of the 
country. Experiments of this nature have 
been made at Cornell and at the Columbian 
University of Washington, and while the 
results have not been announced, the 
courses are said to be popular. The latest 
venture of the kind is to be made at Notre 
Dame University, Indiana, at the opening 
of the next term. This will be the first 
school of the kind to be established in the 
West, and, according to the curriculum of 
studies, the course will be on a more elab- 
orate scale than those which have already 
been inaugurated at other colleges, The 
degree to be given the first graduates of the 
four-year course of journalism in 1908 will 
be that of ‘“‘bachelor of letters,”’ or Litt. B. 
The schedule of studies for the course 
is thorough and is calculated to discour- 
age the indolent student who might think 
to escape hard work by drifting into the 
study of literature and similar branches 
which lead to a degree. A practical test 
ef the ability of a candidate for the de- 
gree of Litt. B. is the fact that the re- 
quired thesis for graduation is a sketch, 
poem or story, which shall have been ac- 
cepted for publication by one of nine of 
America’s leading magazines. The en- 
trance requirements are practically the 
game as those for the other courses, the 
main characteristics being the extraordi- 
nary attainments the course demands in 
English, political economy, history, politi- 
oal history, philcsophy, elementary law, 
modern languages — French, German and 
Spantsh—and the practical studies—phonog- 
raphy, telegraphy and typewr'ting. 
The class of jovrnalism proper does not 
appear until the fourth—the senlor—year. 


It will be taught every day. It consists of 
daily exercises in reporting, lectures on 
methods of newsgathering, the practical 


difficulties that lie in the way of the re- 
porter, the interviow, ‘“‘making up’’ a news- 
paper, critical study of the daily papers, 
editorial work, proofreading—in fact, all 
that touches newspaper work. 

The beskers of the course have the am- 
bition to turn out not reporters alone but 
eadttors aa well. That the work of the 
course is not to be theoretical alone is 
evidenced by the fact that a competent 
newapaper man will be pleced in charge 
of tt. Negotiations have already been 
made with cape@ible editors, who rank near 
the top of their profession and are thor- 
oughly skilled in every detail of the work. 
The director of the course wil] take charge 
of the class in the senior year, and will 
train the students in all the practical work 
of the profession into which they are to 
be graduated. He is to give them the 
benefits of his long experience in the news- 
paper world and direct them in the proper 
path to a successful editorial career. The

HE last place where one would expect 
to find a town wholly administered 
and during most of the time exclu- 

sively inhabited by women ts in autocratic 
Russia. In Smolensk, Southern Russia, 
woman Teigns supreme, and, under the 
presidency of a woman Mayor and City 
Council, has things all her own way. 

The town of Smolensk and the neighbor- 
ing province, which is about 15 miles in 


area, are deserted every spring by all the 
able-bodied men, who proceed to neighbor- 
ing towns in search of work, remaining 
away about nine months of the year. 

In their absence the women cultivate the 
flelds and manage local affairs under the 
presidency of a woman Mayor of their own 
choice. It -did not take the women long to 
get the upper hand and they have brought 
into Russia some startling tnnovations.

Bringer” for the In- 
dian and Is the 
Central Figure 
in the Dance. 


UST at the dawn of an August morn- 
J Ing groups of eager watchers sit 
along the precipitous cliffs or slopes 

of a mesa bearing on its crest a Moki v-l- 
lage In the Pueblo country of Arizona. All 
faces are turned in one direction; the gray 
lights become many-hued before the near 
“pproach of the sun. A murmur passes 
through the crowd; in the distance a num- 
ber of dark forms are seen running toward 
the mesa; nearer they’ come, pursued by 
boys and girls with wands of .cornstalk, 
and run up the tortuous trail as though 
On level ground, As the sun appears above 
the eastern horizon the winner passes over 
the roof of the Snake kiva and the day of 
Snake dance has begun with the Snake 
race. The runners deposit the melon vines, 
corn and other products they have carried 
from the fields, and the panting victor gets 
for his prize the glory of winning. 

As the day wears on the interest centers 
in the kivas, where swarthy priests are 
bringing to a close the myeterious’ rites 
begun days before, when the astronomer 
Sun priest had directed the town crier to 
announce the commencement of the cere- 
mony. Since that time the priests had de- 
Scended into the kiva, and a fleet runner 
had each day carried plumed prayer-sticks 
to the distant springs and shrines. Four 
Gays to the north, west, eouth and east 
enakes had been hunted. Then came the 
Antelope dance on the évening before the 
Snake dance; the 16 songs and drama were 
enacted In the kiva while the Snake race 
Was being run, and the time is now ripe for 
the final spectacle. The snakes have been 
wash6d gnd placeil in jars, and the costum- 
ing begins. Longhaired, painted priests, in 
ecant attire emerge from the kivas and go 
On vanious errands. 

One gets so interested in the progress of 
the sgake dance that the anticipated ele- 
ment of horror does not appear amid the 
rhythmk movement and tragic gestures of 
the dapcers, with here and there the sinu- 
OUs Umlulation of a venomous rattlesnake, 
Says Walter Hough, Ph. D., in an illus- 
trated-book issued by the Santa Fe Route. 
Along the skyline of the houses and in 
every: awalilable foothold there are specta- 
tors. Every ofie, except the white visitor, is 
in gulag costume, Moki and Navajo vying in 
gaudy @olore. The Moki maidens have their 
hair déhe up in great wharle of shining 
biackness at the sides of their heads. The 
women appear at their best, and the chil- 
dren dash around, eating unlimited siices 
of watermelon. Mormons, .siobe-pistoled 
cowboye, prospectors, army officers, teach- 
ers, Scientists, photographers and tourists, 
in camp costume, mingle with the Indian 
epectators in motley confusion. 

At one side of the dance plaza there is 
@ bower of green céttonwood branches, 
where the snakes are kept in readiness. 
Just before sundown a priest enters the 
plaza with a bag containing the reptiles and 
quickly disappears among the branches. 
This is the man who hands the snakes out 
to the dancers through a small opening in 
the front of the kisi. The expectancy now 
is intense. All eyes are fixed in the di- 
rection from which the priests will appear. 
The sun sinks lower and the evening colors 
steal into the landscape, but no one notices 


them. 


“Here they come!" The grand entry of 
the antelope priests causes a sensat.on 
With bare fé¢et, and their semi- nude bodies 
Streaked with white paint: a band of white 
on the chin from mouth to ear, rattles of 
tortoise shell tied to the knee, embroidered 
kilts of white cotton fastened around the 
loins. neck.aces of shell and torquoise, and 
fox skins hanging behind from the belt, 
these priests present a startling, though 
not unattractive, appearance. At the head 
of the file comes the antelope chief bearing 
his tipon! or sacred badge across his left 
arm. Next comes the bearer of the medi- 
cine bowl. All the other priests carry a 
small rattle in either hand. With stately 
mien, and looking to neither right nor left, 
the antelope priests pass four times around 
the plaza to .the left, eéach sprinkl.ng sacred 
meal and stamping violently upon the p'ank 
in the. ground tm front of the kisi. The 
hole in the middle of the plank is the open- 
ing into the under-world and the dancers 
stamp upon it to inform the spir-ts of their 
ancestors that a ceremony is in progress. 
Fortunate is the man who breaks the board 
with his foot! When the circuit is made, 
the antelope priests line up in front of the 


kisi facing outward; there is a hush and 
the snake priests enter. 

The entry of the snake priests is dramatic 
to, the last degree. With majestic strides 
they hasten into the plaza, ‘every attitude 
full of energy and flerce purpose. Ther 
bodies rubbed with red paint, their chins 
blackened and outlined with a white stripe, 
their dark .red kilts. and moccasins and 
their barbaric ornaments give the snake 
priests a most somber and d-abolical ap- 
pearance. 

Around the plaza they go, striking the 
sipapu plank with their -feet and leaping 
upon it with wild gestures. 

Four times the circuit is made; then a 
line is formed facing the line of the ante- 
lopes,.who cease shaking their rattles, 
whick simulate the warning note of the 
rattlesnake. A moment's pause and the 
rattles begin again and a deep humming 
chant accompan‘es them. The priests sway 
from side to side, Sweeping ther eagle- 
feather snake whips toward the ground; 
the. song grows louder and the lines sway 
backward and forward toward each other 
like two long, undulating Serpents. The 
bearer of the medicine walks back and

forth between the lines and sprinkles the 
charm liquid to the compass points. 

All at once the snake line breaks up into 
groups of three, composed of the “carrier” 
and two attendants. The song becomes 
more animated and the groups dance, or 
rather hop, around.in a circle in front of 
the kisi, one attendant (the “hugger’’) plac- 
ing his arm over the shoulder of the “‘car- 
rier’’ and the other (the “gatherer’’) walk- 
ing behind. In all this stir and excitement 
it has been rather difficult to see why the 
“carrier’’ dropped on his knees in front of 
the kisi; a moment later he is seen to rise 
with a squirming snake, which he places 

midway in his mouth, and the trio dance 
around the circle, followed by the other 
trios bearing hideous snakes. The “‘hugger’’ 
waves his feather wand before the snake to 
attract its attention, but the reptile in- 
quiringly thrusts its head against the “‘car. 
rier’s’’ breast and cheeks and twists its 
body into knots and coils. On come the 
demoniacal groups, to music now deep and

resonant and now rising to a “frenzied 
pitch, accompanied by the unceasing sibil- 
ant rattles of the Antelope chorus. Four 
times around and the “carrier” opens his 
mouth and drops the snake to the ground 
and the “gatherer” dextrously picks it up, 
adding still other snakes, until] he may have 
quite a bunch composed of rattlesnakes, 
bullsnakes and arrow snakes. 


After all the snakes have been duly 


danced around the ring and nerve tension 
is at the highest pitch, there is a pause. 
The old priest advances to an open place 
and sprinkles sacred meal on the ground, 
outlining a ring. At a signal the snakes 
are thrown Into this ring and a wild scram- 
ble for them ensues, amid a rain of spittle 
from the spectators on the walls above. 
Only an instant and the priests start up, 
each with one or more snakes. Away they 
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_ Antelope priests next march gravely around. 
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dart for the trail to carry the rain-bring- 
ing messengers to their native hiding 
places. They dash down the hill and re- 
appear far out on the trail below, running 
like the wind with their scaly burdens. The:

Following the dance there is a feast. ae 
this occasion fair maidens.and trim women’ 
come bearing trays of gala bread,, well; 
cooked meat, corn pudding and other dain- 
ties and substantilals tn profusion. That 
night there is feasting and every Moki gets 
what the cowboys. call a@ “mortal. gorge.” 
Next day and the’ day ‘following the boys 
and ¢tris have great sport in the pueblos. 
A young man will take @ ribbon, a: plece 
of pottery or any other: object and appear 
on the housetops or street, only to be get 
upon and chased by the azn bent on secur- 


ing the prize. 
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HOPI INDIANS’ STRANGE 


HE BASKET DANCES of the Hopl 
Indians of New Mexico are designed 
to bring rain, and are usually held in 
September, though sometimes a month 
later. The public exhibition occurs on the 
ninth and last day of the festival and is 
repeated several! times. The women who 
take part are divided into two groups—the 
basket bearers or chorus and the basket 
throwers or Lakone manas (maids). 

At the last celebration of the basket 
dance at Walpli, as reported for the Jousnal 
of American Folk Lore, the basket bearers 
were numerous, consisting of women of all 
ages—married women, maids and young 
girls. Each wore a smail feather on her 
head, and the ma‘ds had their hair done up 
in two characteristic whorls above the ears. 
All were clothed In white blankets with red 
borders and wore necklaces, ear pendants 
and other ornaments. The four ‘chief 
prieste4seg led the procession, the girls clos- 
ing the line as it enters the plaza. Each 
woman, adult or girl, carried a flat basket, 
which she held vertically in both hands by 
the rim, so that the concave side was out- 
ermost, After marching into the plaza, a 
circle W formed by the women, and all 
sang in chorus a song, parts of which were 
not alidible. As the song continued the 
basketa were slowly raised, first to one 
breast, then to the other, and then brought 
glowly downward to the level of the hips; 
in cadence with the songs. At the same 
time the body was slightly inclined for- 
ward, but the feet were not raiséd from the 
ground.” After the basket bearers had 
sung their sorgs a brief time ‘the ‘basket 
throwers approached the circle, led by the 
Lakone toka, who retired at that point. 

The basket throwers were two in num- 
ber, and at' each presentation during the 
day wete pérsonated by different women. 
Kach wdman wore two white ceremonial 
blanke one wrapped about the shoulder, 
the ‘other on the loins. The latter was tied 
about the hips with a knotted girdle. These 
women wore anklets, but no moccasins, ear 
pendants and'a profusion of necklaces, and 
their faces, arms, legs, feet and hands were 
painted yellow, with black lines on their 
chéeks. ; 

Bach Lakone mana carried in her hands 
cornoobg in which eagle fethers were in- 
gerted, and on her back a bundle, done up 
{n'a piece of balico, containing the objects 
ahé later Yhrew to the spectators. These 

two women e@ntered the plaza after the 
basket bearers had begun their songs and 
posturing/and were led by the Lakone man, 
Oils armajMegs and body were painted yel- 
low, ‘and ‘he wore a white ceremonial kilt 
with Knotted sash. He was profusely 

 @ecked owt with necklaces and other orna- 

®, @pd carried in one hand a fat 
iket comtaining yellow pollen, with which 
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he drew symbols of rain-clouds on the 
ground... Upon these symbols the women 
threw their corncobs with attached feath- 
ers, and the man picked up these objects 
and laid them in a row upon the meal 
figures which he had made, after which, 
as the women advanced, he handed these 
Objecta to them, 

This was repeated several times until the 
Lakone manas entered the circle of basket 
holders. The priest then left them, and 
they untied their bundles and. took pos!- 
tions at opposite points of the space in- 
closed by the basket bearers. Each one 
then held a basket high jin the air and 
crossed to the other side, exchang'ng posi- 
tions with the woman opposite. This was 
repeated a few times, and finally the basket 
throwers hurled their baskets high in the 
air, so that they fell in the crowd of young 
men, who struggled for possession. This was

repeated several times, and then the women 


filed off to their kivas. The struggle of the 
men for the baskets continued long after 
the women had withdrawn. 

The number of participants In the Cipau- 
lovi basket dance was smaller than at 
Walpi. ‘The basket bearers entered the 
plaza from time to time during the day 
and sang, moving the baskets that they 
carried in the same Way as at the other 
pueblos. The two basket throwers and the 
priest who led them approached the ring of 
dancers in much the same way. 

Each of these women carried on her back 
a bundle containing several baskets, a few 
tortillas and small earthen bowls. Their 
arms and legs were bare, but each wore 
two white blankets, one over the shoulders, 
the other about the loins, tide with white 
sashes. Each woman carried in her hands 
two half corncobs, to which feathers were 


The priest, their leader, was 
decorated like the Lakone taka at Walpi 
or Wraibl. His body was painted yellow 
and he wore a ceremonial kilt, moccasins, 
anklets and a fox skin depending from his 
belt. At intervals on the ground he made 
rude rain-cloud symbols with meal, and 
upon these figures the women threw. the 
half corncobs. After these objects had been 
thrown on the ground the priest picked 
them up and laid them side by side on the 
figures he had drawn. The women then ad- 
vanced and picked them up, after which 
they made their way to the middle of the 
ring of basket bearers, who meanwh!le 
were. singing and posturing with their 
baskets. The throwing of the corncobs was 
repeated in this inclosuré, and then the 
priest, dipping his asperg'] into a bow! of 
medicine which he carried, asperged to the 
cardinal points in sequence and retired. 
The basket throwers then took baskets 
from their bundies and held them aloft, 
standing on opposite sides of the space en- 
circled by the basket bearers, facing each 
other They exchanged places once or 
twice, holding their baskets aloft as if to 
throw them Meanwhile, with loud cries, 
many young men of the pueblo among the 
spectators shouted to the Lakone manas 
to throw them a basket. Their arms were

HE harvest dance of the North Amerie 
Pe can Indian was celebrated this year 
: throughout the Territory. This 
Strange ceremony, also called ‘The 

corn dance,” is a movable feast, 
regulated by the moon’s phases. 

It is called after the first new moos 
after the ripening of green corn. It is @ 
festival of thanksgiving for the bountiful 
corn crop of the year, and the advent of the 
first-new corn. The medicine man of each 
Indian village and settlement takes a fore- 
cast of the moon and orders the dance for 
a Stated day, to give thanks, by dancing, 
for the bountiful harvest. He is us 
aided by the local council of executive 
ficefs. 


The dance lasts one or two days, accord. — e 


ing to the’ number present and their stay- 
ing powers. It is a continuous perform.

eyes have a staring look, which Is straight- 
ahead, but not. straight-forward. One 
cheek is fuller. than the other. The lobe of 
her left ear is appreciably below the line 
of the other. Her forehead is high enough, 
but flat; her chin is pointed; her neck, 
scrawny. Her nose, unusually long, is 
pointed and dented in the middle. Her hair 
ds fine enough, but dead and lacing luster. 

Look at her hands. They are like a man’s, 
in strange contrast with her slight frame. 
The hands, combined with the droop'ng 
mouth, tell why it took the officers two days 
to make this bit of a woman confess. The 
fingers are long, but thick and heavy, and 
the nails are large, thick and square. Such 
hands could not only help their owner to 
commit so terrible a crime as murder, but 
the quality of firmness they imply, though 
coupled with ignorance, could enable her to 
keep her mouth closed longer than many 
another. 

These facts are borne out by the state- 
ment of Dr. W. W. Apple of Carmi, who at- 
tended the Warthin family. He said: 

I attended the girl on several occasions 
when she would seem to have fits of hyste- 
tia in order to accomplish her ends. At 
first the family was in fear she was about 
to die. Her hands and feet would be 
cramped as if she were in agony I dis- 
covered that she could simulate these fits 
and told her father. After that they paid 
no attention to them and she ceased to have 
them. The girl is morally and mentally 
lacking in something. It is not shrewd- 
ness nor intelligence, for she is above the 
average in those qualities.

LGrother Fabrican is the ninth member 
of the American brotherhood who has been 
sent into exile as the result of the contro- 
versy concering the teaching of classics in 
the Christian Brothers’ schools in the Unit- 
ed States.

The total number of Christian Brothers 
resident in this country is 1%.

It was in their behalf that for 
the first time in the history of the Unite 
Siaies the State Department made a rep- 
resentation to the Vatican about a matter 
of church discipline. 

Last September ex-Gov. John Hoyt 
Nyoming, the secretary of the National 
University fund, who has long admired 
the educational methous eniployed by the 
Christian Brothers, addressed a letier to 
Mr. Bliss, then Secretary of the Interior, 
asking his assistance for these teachers. 
The Secretary requested Dr. Harris 
have a detailed statement prepared in the 
Bureau of Education, showing the good 
work which the Brothers had accompiished 
as teachers of classics.

Is Proud of Her Son. ;: 
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“The MAN WITH THE 
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RS. MARGARET MIULDR, the aged 
M mother cf Joaquin Miller, ‘“‘the Pcet 
of the Sierras,”’ looked earnestly 

into the eyes of her visitor as she spoke. 

‘Strange, isn’t it, that miy potatoes thrive 
the best of anything in my garden, when 
as a matter of fact I like potatoes the le 
of all vegetables?” queried the ancicht 
dame. 

(Mrs. Miller is happy tn her garden, whith 
is located in front of her house, “The 
Heights,”’ in the foothills south of Oakland, 
Cal., where she lives with her picturesque 
and famous son, who had a foot frozen In 
the Klondike and sang so eloquenwUy of the 
“wan moon” of the “land of the midnight 
sun.”’ 

“Potatoes don’t show their keeping and 
bringing up like most other things,’’ con- 
tinued Mrs. Miller, ‘‘and that’s one thing 
that makes me prejudiced, I suppose. Now 
there’s that corn out there with its broatl, 
dark-green leaves that look like cavalf 
sabers bent the flat way. Just look senate 
brave show the corn makes, yet it isn’tja 
compariscn to the potatoes in the matter pf 
production. Why, we had plenty of new 
potatoes for ourselves and some for a felw 
neighbors on May Day—not the miserable 
little nubbins that the peddlers try to sell to 
folks in town, but regular big fellows, more 
than half grown with a white solid texture 
almost like ivory and served by country 
folks without being peeled. ‘That's the old- 
fashioned way, you know;. just scraped 
with a dull caseknife, boiled with the green 
peas and smothered with cream gravy. 
When early potatoes come to the table that 
way they are not half bad, though as I say 
there are other things that I like better 
later in the season. We use the white kid- 
ney and the blue Neshannrock for seed, ots 
find that they are as good as they were fifty 
and forty years ago in Indiana and Oregon. 
My garden is not so good this season as it 
was formerly. Yot such as it Is, it is all the 
result of my own work. But I had to pay 
the penalty, too, for I have heen seized 
with a touch.of rheumatism in consequence, 
However, it’s worth the price to me, since 
nothing else seems to afford me so much 
contentment as watching my cucumbers, 
melons, squashes, radishes, string beans 
and other garden truck grow from the seed 
to be ready for the table. Some might think 
it hard work, but Jt has never seemed so tu 
me.”’ 

So Mrs. Miller, mother of the “Poet of the 
Sierras,’’ chats concerning her pet theme, 
the development of her garden, which Is in 
front of her residence instead of being back 
of the kitchen, as is usually the case. 

Although Mrs. Miller confesses to & years

she shows her physical stamina. She is 
gently tolerant of what she considers an 
eccentricity on the part of her son in prop- 
agating bamboo where currant bushes 
would grow well and produce first-class 
jelly material. She also smiles indulgently 
when referring to his commercially unprof- 
itable tobacco plants, which usurp space 
that might be utilized for lettuce, spinach 
or even cabbage. She says they have pien- 
ty of room for the cow and the chickens as 
well as for fruits and berries. 

‘This is what I call my man with the 
hoe,”’ said Mrs. Miller, as with motherly 
pride she picked up a crude photograph 
of her distinguished son representing him 
standing with a hoe in his hand. “That 
picture was taken a long time before Mark- 
ham wrote his poem,” said Mrs. Miller, 
“and it is only since that work appeared 
that I have given the picture a name. I 
have. been told that this was caught by a 
Snapshot artist just as Joaquin was about 
to break into my garden and cut down some 
weeds with his hoe, when every good gar- 
dener knows that weeds ought to be pulled 
up by the roots. I certainly never taught 
him to do anything like that, and I reckon 
the lesson he got when I found it out will 
teach him never to indulge in such pranks 
again.’’ 

Though Mrs. Miller has sojourned for the 
space of nearly two generations on the Pa- 
cific Coast, she retains some of the verbal 
peculiarities traceable to the early settlers 
of the Kentucky frontier, for Mrs, Miller 
traces her generation to the family of Dan- 
iel Boone, and is connected with the Falls 
and the Witts of that untrammeled region. 
Therefore it was natural for her to say 
she ‘“reckoned”’ her son would keep in 
mind the admonition she had given. 

Mrs. Miller’s admiration for her son's 
work rests primarily on portrayal of scenes 
with which she is personally acquainted, 
and in which she, to a certain extent, took 
part. His verbal pictures of the long jour- 
ney across the continent by the familiar 
prairie schooner route by which she 
reached the Pacific Coast she most enjoys, 
and she pointed out these lines as the ones 
she likes best: 


The Plains! |The shouting drivers at the wheel; 
The crash of leather whips; the crush and roll 

Of wheels; the groan of yokes and grinding steel 
And iron chain, and lo! as the last the whole 
Vast line, that reach’d as if to touch the goal, 

Began to stretch and stream away and wind 
‘oward the West, as if with one control; 

Then hope loom'd fair, and home lay far behind; 

Before, the boundless plain, and fiercest of thelr 

kind.

Amid the deserts; cattle lowed and died, 
And dying men went by with broken tread, 
And left a long black serpent line of wreck ané 
dead. 


Strange hunger’d birds, black-winged and still as 
death, 
And crowned of red with hooked beaks, blew low

In circles now, and now direct and slow, 
Continual, yet never touch the earth. 


Then dust arose, a long, dim line like smoke 
From out the river lurks. The wheels went 
groaning by, 
The thousand feet In harness and tn yoke, 
They tore the ways of ashen alkali, 
And desert winds blew sudden, swift and dry. 


So goes the tale told In rhyme and thé 
eyes of the poet's mother kindle beneath 
her spectacles as she recalls the phases of 
the dreadful journey.

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WYOMING PLANS AN IRRIGATION LAKE.

LARAMIE, Wyo., Aug. 3. 
HINK of an artificial lake of water, 
$3 high up on the crest of the continent, 
7260 feet above the flight of seagulls, 
is to be stored for irrigation pur- 
during the dry months 40,817,406,000 
cubic feet of water—a lake 10 miles in 
length, three miles in width, 180 feet in 
maximum depth, 60 feet in in mean depth, 
and covering 13,651 acres of land with water 
deep enough to float an ocean steamer—a 
lake deep and wide and long enough to 
irigate 450,000 acres of desert land and thus 
make homes of plenty, where 2812 farmers 
may each dwell upon 18 aores of perpetu- 
ally water land and never give a single 
thought to rain. This is the big- reservoir 
that the people of the West propose to build 
on the Laramie plains in Wyoming. 
In the building of this bigant ic

it is proposed to divert the eurplus waters 
of the big and Little Laramie Rivers, and 
Stove them awzuy in: a natural depression 
known as the Big Hollow, the northeast 
end of which ts five miles west of Laramle 
City. This depression lies between the Big 
and Little Laramie rivers in the Laramie 
plains, The surrounding land slopes away 
from the rim of the basin tn all directions, 
thus muking it an admirable place In which 
to store water for irrigation purposes. The 
basin itself has been formed by erosion 
and has no outlet. Nature has walled it 
about with rocks, and no leak has been 
found large enough to interfere with the 
etoring of such an amount of water. 

In the flood season, when these mountain 
streams debouch their mad waters upon the 
plains, thus dealing disaster to the hopes 
of farmers and ranchmen, it ts the inten- 
tion to divert their entire surplus flow into 


the big basin and there confine ft until the 
dry monrhs. The ditch to supply the reser- 
voir with the waters of the Big 

River will be nearly 20 miles In length, but 
through an easy country for its construce- 
tion. The ditch from the Little Laramie 
will be much shorter. 

In the dry season {t Is proposed to draw 
the water from the reservoir through @ tun- 
nel at the northeast end of the basin, and 
discharge it again into the Big Laramie 
River a short distence below Laramie City, 
thus keeping the river well filled with water 
during a season when it has been usually 
almost dry. The outlet ditch is to be five 
miles long from the reservoir to the river. 
In its construction it will be necessary t@ 
tunnel three-quarters of a mile through 
solid rock. In driving this tunnel will Be 
found the burden of expense in carrying 
out the project.

The Paul Jones was the property of Law.

It hed 
been built several yearw and some of its 
timbers were rotten and the seams of its 
bull ready to part in several »laces. 

Mr. Yocum was an expert yachtsman and 
had done much sailing.

The ill-fated boat was seen for the last 
time as it sailed into the Gulf of Mexico, 
and knowledee of it ceases there. 

After the yacht had been overdue at Flor- 
jfda five days, friends became alarmed and 
rearched for it. Two revenue cutters were 
ordered to scour the waters of the Gulf for 
any trace of the yacht or Its wreckage. The 
search was unavailing and after several] 
days the vessel was given up as lost and al] 
hopes of finding her passengers were aban- 
doned. 

Several weeks fater, wearing apparel. 
identifed as belonging to the women of the 
Paul Jones, was washed ashore near New 
Orleans. Pieces of wreckage, known to have 
been a part of the yacht, were also found, 
the two discoveries establishing beyond a 
doubt the loss of the boat. 


Nobody saw the boat go down and the 
character of the disaster that sent it to the 
bottom is not known. It is supposed it 
founcered in a storm. But ncthing definite 
will ever be learned. A, body of a young 


‘woman was found, and was partially iden- 


tified as Miss Taggart. 

Mr. Yocum was a member. of the Yocum 
& Kacer Marufacturing Co. of this city and 
owned a valuable estate. He left a_ will, 
giving all his property to his daughter, 
Florence. The administration of the estate 
is attended by many difficulties, because of 
the peculiar complications that arise out of 
it. Does the property belong to Mr. Yo- 
cum’s estate or tc that of his daughter? 
This question, iike that of the insurance, 
can be answered only by determining who 
perished first. 


The insurance company declares that 
there is no evidence even to show that Mr. 
Yocum and his daughter are dead; further, 
that if they are dead, their heirs did not 
notify’ the company within 10 days, as re- 
quired by the terms under which the poli- 
cles were issued.

With but few changes, and these mostly

I have inserted these rules of the civile — 
jans merely as interesting reading matter 
in this connection.

the hair is very great in summer 


| time, when the out-of-door woman 


especially uses up most of her strength 
and all her energy in the delightful free- 
dom of her short season of liberty. 

Don't neglect your locks. The hair 
should be brushed systematically winter 
and summer. 

It is not well to take liberties with it 
at any time. 


@Ghampoo it once a week and give it as 
much freedom from pins and pompadours 
as you can. 

Balt water, according to an authority, is 
good for the hair. 


IT am obliged to dispute this assertion. 
Slightly moistened salt rubbed into the 
‘gcalp is an excellent tonic, but the dally 
soaking of the hair in the ocean brine is 
rulnous. 

When the hair has been wet with salt 
water, as in spite of rubber caps and other 
precautions, will happen, wash the brine 
out with clear soft water. 


.For Oily Hair. 


For olly, moist ha'r the following is an 
excellent drying lotion. If used every day 
it will produce a crispy condition and 
an auburn shade: Powdered bicarbonate 
of soda, bicarbonate of soda (also pow- 
dered), % of an ounce each; cologne, 1 
fluid ounce; pure alcohol, 2 ounces; tinc- 
ture of cochineal, 0 of an ounce; distilled 
Water, 16 ounces. Mix and shake until the 
solution is complete. 

For dark hair and in cases where it is 
not wished to produce an auburn tint I give 
@ good wash, compounded as follows: Es- 
sential oll of almonds, 1 dram; oll of cassia, 
% dram; essence of musk, % dram; alcohol, 
9% ounces. Mix and add gradually with 
brisk agitation, distilled water, 16 ounces; 
Gissolve gumarabic. When the hair {s 
stubborn and dry: Glycerine, 1 ounce; col- 
Ogne, 4 ounces; liquid ammonia, 1 dram; oll 
of organum, ol] of rosemary, % dram each; 
tincture of cantharides, 1 ounce. Mix thor- 
oughly, then add camphored julep, 8 
ounces. Mix aga'n well, add a few drops 
of musk or other perfume. 

This lotion is specially intended for stub- 
born, wirey hair. 


Formula for Good Shampoo. 
Melt a cake of pure olive oll soap in a 
Quart of boiling water. When the soap is 
— the result will be almost a jelly. 


spoonfuls and a small lump of common 
washing soda about the size of a Gilbert. 
First wet the hair thoroughly with hot wa- 
ter, then rub the shampoo mixture well 
into the ropts. Rinse thoroughly tn several 
waters; then carefully dry. 


Hair Bleaching. 


I am tempted to quote Punch ané say 
when about to bleach your hair, “don’t.” 

But I am well aware that my prayer 
would avail me nothing. 

The woman who proposes to turn her hair 
yellow will not be dissuaded by a humble 
beauty expert. 

To those women who are determined to 
use a bleach I suggest that peroxide of 
hydrogen is the safest and best method 
of securing the coveted golden locks. 


Peroxide of Hydrogen. 


Get a bottle of chemically pure peroxide 
of hydrogen. Before making the applica- 
tion the hair should be thoroughly washed 
and dried. Pour a little of the peroxide into 
@ saucer, apply to the roots of the hair 
with a clean tooth brush. You must regu- 
late the color by your own observation. 
One application will produce a most notice- 
able change. 

Never use ammonia in connection with 
peroxide of hydrogen. Hair dressers have 
a fashion of “preparing’’ the hair, as they 


term it, by bleaching, and in order to has- 
ten the bleaching process they use am- 
monia. 


Peroxide of hydrogen will not injure the 
hair if carefully used, but in conjunction 
with ammonia It will, in the course of time, 
destroy the constitution of the hair. 


For Keeping the Hair in Curl. 


Most all of the so-called curling fluids 
are more or less injurious. 

The active ingredient in many is mercury 
and aquafortis. In others, salts of tartar. 
This last is not mischievious, and I give 
this receipt, although personally I think 
all curling lotions rather uncleanly, to say 
the least. 


Dry salt of tartar, 
powdered, half dram; liquor of ammonia, 
essence of rose, 1 dram each; glycerine, 
quarter ounce; rectified spirit, 1% ounces; 
distilled water, 18 ounces. Let this mix- 
ture stand with frequent stirrings for a 
week and then filter. Moisten the hair with 
the lotion before putting it into curling pa- 
pers or crimpers. As soon as the hair-dries 
it will be found crisply curled.

For Dandruff Ezg Shampoo. 


Take the following shampoo: Yolk of 1 
egg, 1 pint of hot rain water, 1 ounce of 
spirit of rosemary; beat the mixture up 
thoroughly and use it warm, rubbing it well 
into the skin of the head.

ly in several waters. 


Excellent Hair Tonic to Choose From.

Phenic acid, 2 drams: tincture of nux 
vomica, 7% drams; tincture of cantharides, 
2 drams; cologne, 180 drams; sweet almond 
oil, 60 drams. Apply to the roots of the 
hair with a soft sponge once or twice a 
day. This lotion is especially good for very 
dry halir. 


The Camel’s Hair Face Brush. 


Cc. M. B.—The camel’s hair brush for the 
face has a white wooden back unvarnished, 
the bristles are white, and about an inch 
in length. Tie brush is about 5 inches long 
and 3% wide. I think the cost is $1.2. 


Formula for Shampoo—Melt a cake of 
pure o.ive oll soap in a quart of boiling 
water. When the soap is dissolved the re- 
sult will be almost a jelly. Take of this 
jelly, say, two large tablespoonfuls, and a 
small lump of common washing soda about 
the size of a filbert. First wet the hair 
thoroughiy with hot water, then rub the 
shampoo mixture well into the roots. Rinse 
thoroughly in several waters. Then care- 
fully dry.

There are several hundred million- 
aires in the United States who are worth 
their weight in gold several thousand times 
over; and there is many an American 
heiress who is worth more “han the golden 
girl statue of Colorado, which is made of 
gold. 

The expression, “worth her weight i 
gold,’ when applied to a woraen, is pretty 
though trite, but it is specious. 

At the market rate pure golé ts worth 
about $300,000 a cubic foot, or $108 a cuble 
inch. If Mr. Rockefeller were worth his 
weight in gold he would only possess a it- 
tle nugget 6 1-3 Inches square Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, who is physically somewhat 
larger than Mr. Rockefeller, would own a 
cube 7% inches square, Russel) Sage’s blocks 
woul measure 7% inches, and Mrs, Hetty 
Green 6% inches square. 

The value of these little cubes is Insignh- 
cant by comparison with the actual wealth 
of these millionaires. 


The richest man in America, who un« 
doubtedly is Mr. Rockefeller, were he worth 
only his weight in gold would have but §33,- 
70. His actual wealth is estimated at $200,- 
000,000. Cornelius Vanderbilt, who probably 
ranks next in point of wealth, would have 
but $42,600, instead of his $150,000,000, Russelj 
Gage, in place of his $80,000,000 would be 
worth $40,000, and Mrs. Hetty Green, whose 
fortune is estimated at $50,000,000, would 
have $38,700. A man’s weight in silver 
would amount to about one-twentieth as 
much as in gold.

is explained by one of the illustrations. 
‘“*Addressing the ball’” is technica] for 
placing oneself in position for “‘driving.”’ To 
make a full drive rest the head of the club 
just behind the ball, adjust the feet so that 
with arms fully extended (but not strained), 
the body upright and rigid, the club head 
remains behind the ball, as directed. If the 
head of the club be drawn away backward 
from the ball and up over the right shoulder 
till the club reach a horizontal position be- 
hind the head; still maintaining the arms 
at full length and twisting the shoulders on 
the backbone, as it were,the movement will 
have a mechanical precision that will in- 
sure a return of the head to the exact posi- 
tion it started from by simply reversing the 
movement; at least it is the surest method 
yet discovered. This, known as the upward 
swing, properly pe: formed, is a most import.

TO MAKE WRIST STROKES. 


Another theory that golf has disposed of 
is the one so long revered, that no genteel 
person of the femaie persuasion would wan- 
der abroad ungloved. ‘“‘Gloves for golf’’ are 


kept—not sold—in the shops, but the woman 
who discards stays and forgets frizzes, 
wears broad-toed shoes, and leaves silk, and 
lace, and every other kind of petticoat, at 
home when she comes out to play, has no 
use for such superfluous airs and graces as 
gloves. Nor does she care to put them on 
when the game is over and all the damage 
that sun and air can do has been done. Golf 
has not yet accomplished all it will in the 
way of destroying self-consciousness. But 
it is getting along. 
HOW TO STRIKE THE 
BALL IN PLAYING GOLF, 
RUTE force will not win in golf. It re- 
RB quires nerve, endurance, self control, 
confidence, concentration, patience 
and accuracy. There are rules agreed upon 
by all good players who have written, and 
all good writers who can play well. The 
firet, is ““Keep your eye on the ball,” It is 
belleved that the club will incline to strike 
the ball et that point towards which the 
eye is directed. One of the illustrations in- 
dicates clearly the proper position for driv- 
ing. 

Stand with the feet firmly planted on the 
green, with the left foot si.ghtly in advance 
of the right. Hold the club, arms at full 
length, with hands In pesition, so that its 
head when resting behind the ball will be 
in the same vertical plane as the ieft eye, 
the club, shaft, and hands. This vertical 
plane should be at a right angle with line of 
intended drive or flight of ball. 

The player's distance from the ball when 
intending to drive may be (as nearly as by 
any other arbitrary means) determined as 
follows: Stand erect so that the club, when 
center of 
of she 


same route precisely, and this the player 
will soon feel so sure of that anxiety as to 
faultiessness of aim will disappear and 
leave the energies free to concentrate pow- 
er on the stroke. 

This return has, however, much more to it 
than the intent of ending abruptly in @ poW- 
erful blow against the ball at the point from 
which it was withdrawn, as would be a blow 
or strike with which one would hit an ob- 
ject witha hammer. Technically it is called 
“driving through” the ball. 

Actually the club must travel for a dis- 
tance with and push the ball. The swing 
must, after “passing through” the ball, con- 
tinue its maximum speed until well past the 
tee, then slow up gradually and finally die 
out as the club reaches an almost horizontal 
position behind the head; that is to say: Just 
about the reverse of what it was when 
started for the downward awing. 

Putting shots of shorter distances may be 
more surely executed by using the wrists 
only, maintaining at the same time a rigid- 
ity of the body and arms. The club is heid 
firmly in the fingers rather than the hands. 
For the longer ‘“‘putts’ the forearms are 
brought to the aid of the wrists. Driving 
from the green, lofting, approach strokes, 
(approaching the putting green) being as 
varied as are the “‘lies’’ of the ball, the ob- 
stacles identified with the bunkers, hang- 
ing surfaces, etc., prohibit any attempt at 
advice. 

The following will, however, explain to 
the searcher after cause, some of the other- 
wise inexplicable eccentricities of the flighty 
ephere. 

“Cutting or slicing’’ from downwards will 


make the ball rise too high; towards you, 
to curve to the right. Across from you, the 
ball will curve to the left; this is termed 


‘*pulling.’’ If the ball be hit to give it a spin 
which makes it rise too high, topping (i. e., 
hitting above the center) or half topping 
cannot give a lower rise. When the swing 
is true, no matter the sise of the curve of 
the club preceding the strike, if the ball be 
hit at the point where the curve touches 
the ground, then the shot will be perfect.

Ireland,’’ which embrace the splen- 

did Muckroas estate, have been sold 
to Richard Croker of New York for $185.,- 
000). The final negotiations, it is said, were 
completed last week, A. G. Peck of Cohoes 
Palls, N. Y, acting as agent for Croker. 

Among others credited with having a 
financial interest in the famous property 
Qre President James Coogan of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan, John F. Carroll, vice- 
boss of Tammany, State Senator George W. 
Piunkett and Mrs. Edward McClonkey of 
Baltimore. 

It is the intention of the promoters to di- 
vide the land so as to permit the building 
‘Of private estates, cottages and hotels along 
One side of the lakes. Money will not be 
spared in the enterprise, and if the hopes 
of its projectors are realized Ireland will 
have a pleasure resort second to none in 
the world. 

The Standard Insurance Company of 
Scotiand he'd a mortgage of $100,000 on 
the lands. The demesnes of the families 
of Lerds Brandon and Kenmare are sit- 
uated on the lakes. 

The principal purchaser, Richard Croker, 
is the head and front of Tammany Hall. 

The Emerald Isle is Croker’s birthplace, 
That is probably the chief reason wiy he 
is anxious to:control the fertile fields and 
Waters of Killarney with her ‘‘winding bays 
and woodland dells."’ 

For scenic grandeur the 9,00 acres com- 
prised in the Mickross pussessions are un- 
surpassed. In the area mentioned there are 
40 acres of arable land and plantations in- 
cluding Brickteen and Dinis Island and the 
cld abbey in the grounds rte wad the 
lower lake. 

The Lakes of Killarney are tliree in num- 
ber; the Upper Lake, the Tore Lake and 
the Lower Lake. Surrounding these are 
the Mangerton Mountains, which in some 
places rise to an elevation of 220 feet. 

The Upper Lake is about one mile and a 
halt from the town of Kenmare, while it 
is several miles Cistent from Killarney. The 
latter is a thriving market town and con- 
tains about 700 innabitants. 

Among the picturesque islands ehich dot 
the Upper Lake are “Vak Isiand, or Ross- 
burke,” “Stag Isiand,”” ‘‘Wagies Isiand,” 
“Ronaynes Jisiand,”” and ‘“‘Arourus i8- 
land.”’ In the center is the magnificent oas- 
cade of Derricumdy. The country around 
is studded with an abundance and vuriety 
of follage. 

Nowhere is the ar 
asize. Un Dinis 
these trees, some seven feet in circumier- 
ence, and of proportionate height. The 
branches are almost bare and are crooked 
as the proverbial ram's horn, yet contrasted 
with other trees it is exceedingly beauti- 
ful. It appears to the greatest advantage 
in October, when its leaves are fairly cov- 
ered with flowers. Fancy articles are made 
from the wood of the arbutus. 

A remarkable botanical production seen 
on the banks of the upper lake is the Bris- 
tle Fern. Naturalists have journeyed hun- 
dreds of miles to view this tree. Its leaves 
are dark green and so thick that the bank 
is totally hidden from view. 

The Lower Lake, or Lough Leane, is 
6001 acres in area. The largest island is 
Ross Island, on which stands the ruin 
of Ross Castle, an old fortress of the 
O'Donoghues. On another island is the 
sweet Innisfailen, which Moore has immor- 
talized in the following lines: 

Sweet Innisfallen, fare thee well, 
May Calm and sunshine long be thine.

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Directly beyond the* bridge is Toro Lake, 
and Dinis Istand: In full wiew is-the prot- 
erty of Lord "Kenmare, who has built an 
elegant and commodious cottage upon it 
The building has aged from time, but the 
grounds are still kept in excellefit order. 

Between ‘the’ Lower Tore Lake standé 
Muckross Abbey, ‘built by Chief "McCarty 
of the Franciscan Order in 144, 

The abbey adjoins the village of Clog- 
Hreen, beigg situated in the demesne of 
Henry Arthur Herbert, who controlled the 
entire peninsula.. It appears the original 
name of the abbey was Irelough. Long be- 
fore it was reared the ancient monks built 
a church on the eame spot which was 
destroyed by fire in 1192. 

The old ruins are still comparatively well 
preserved. The buildings consist of a con- 
vent and church. The church is 100 feet 
long, 24 feet in width, and the steeple, .be- 
tween the nave and the chancel, rests on 
four high-pointed»arches. The doorway is 
overgrown. with ivy, and the churchyard is 
permeated with the scent of sweet-smelling 
flowers. Covering the vault is a large tomb. 
in which in past ages were buried the Mace 
Carthys Mar and the O'Donoghue Mar of 
the glen@, whose descendants were interred 
there up to the year 1833. 

The kitchen, dormitories, refectory, the 
ecéllars arid infirmary of the abbey are still 
intact. 

A recess in the wall denotes the place 
where John Drake, a pilgrim, took up his 
abode in the abbey. He followed the peas- 
‘prayed 
always.” He never asked alms of his 
neigfibors, and” his “sole means of support 
was from the earien’ outside the church- 
yard, To. the curious he said that he was 
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performing a penance imposed upon him 
*ay the Almighty. One day John Drake dis- 
appeared. The disappearance created con- 
sternation in the neighborhood. From end 
fo end of the Killarney Lakes 
Words: “John Drake is gone.”

There are many amusing legends told con- 

cerning the origin of the Lakes of Kil- 
larney, some of which are still scrupulously 
belleved among the peasantry. 
“The legends which ac- 
count for the existence of the lakes vary 
in some respects; but all have one com- 
mon source—the neglecting te close the en- 
trance to an enchanted fountain, which 
caused an inundation and covered, in a 
single night, fair and fertile fields, and 
houses and palaces with water. 


A writer says: 


One of them attributes the misfortune to 
the daring impiety of an O'Donoghue, who, 
full of skepticism—and wine, scorned the 
tradition which doomed to destruction the 
person who should displace the stone over 
the well head, and resolved to expose its 
falsity by removing it to his castle; his sub- 
jects, with whom his word was law, 
awaited the result in fear and trembling 
all but +hhis favorite jester, who fled to the 
summit of a neighboring mountain. 

“When tbe morning sun broke he looked 
down into the valley and saw nothing but 
a broad sheet of water. 

“Another legend throws the responsibility 
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of the awful event on a young peasant girl, 
who was want to meet her lover—a stranger 
ignorant of the: mystic spell—by the foun- 
tain side; one. night they were lulled to 
sleep by the music of its flow; at daybreak 
the girl awoke screaming: “The well! The 
well!’ It was too late; the water was rush- 
ing forth and overtook them as they ran. 
They were drowned, and involved in their 
fate the inhabitants of the whole dis- 
trict 

According to the legends O'Donoghue did 
not perish. Instead he exists beneath the 
lake, where he continues to lord over his 
people. 

No other name Is closely assoctated with 
the early history of Killarney as that of 
O'Donoghue Ross, the spirit chieftain, 

He was the lord of the lakes, its islands 
and the land that surrounded it. He was, if 
tradition is.to be believed, a magnanimous 
ruler, brave, hospitable and wise, but an 
eternal foe of all who resisted his authority. 
Scores of the peasantry from generation 
to generation declared that they had seen 
O'Donoghue revisit. the places where he 
livei. On such occasions they say he us- 
ually rode horseback and good fortune was 
sure to fprever bless those who encountered 
him. 

Seme one once said: “Let me write the 
songs of a country and I care not who 
makes its laws.’ 

The maxim may be ajsried to.the fame 
of: Killarney, for the song of that’ titlké has 
perpetuated the glorious lakes more than all 
else. The song rings with musical harmony, 
yet it-isvat the game time a faithful word 
picture of the.Lakes of Killarney. It was 
composed by Michael’ William Balfe, au- 
thor of the ‘*“Bohe pmian Girl, " “The Siege of 


Rochelle,”’ “‘Tha Puritan’s Daughter,” ‘The 
Talisman” and other operzs. 

The celebrated composer, himself a na- 
tive of Ireland, was inspired by a visit to 
Killarney. Lost in the charms of the beau- 
tiful lakes, he sat down on the side of a 
mountain and framed the melody of Kil- 
larney. 

Balfe thought {[t was at best a poor effort, 
and ‘“‘Killarney”’ is seldom, if indeed at all, 
referred to in sketches of his life. He died 
In 1870, aged 70 years. 

It has often been sald that without her 
guides a visit to the Lakes of Killarney 
would lose half its charms. Certainly a 
story without reference to this inimitable 
character would not be considered com- 
plete. 

A tourist describes one of them as fol- 
lows: ‘The car driver. we hired in Cork 
was sober, civil, thoughtful and attentive 
not only to our directions, but to our com- 
forts.

WHO WROTE. 
LAUGH AND THE WORLD LAUGHS WITH YOU? 


—_—__ #@e —_- ——- 
Post-Dispatch Poets Try to Solve This Very 
Interesting Question.

HEN, a month ago, I took up the 

W attempt to settle the controversy 

between Col. John A. Joyce and 
Mrs. Wilcox, over the authorship. of the 
lines beginning ‘“‘Laugh, and the World 
Laughs With You,” it was without preju- 
dice, and with only one idea—to ascertain 
go far as was possible who did write them, 
and the proofs of the authorship. I cared 
fittle for the verses; ‘they have been fa- 
miliar to me for years, and had _ been 
printed everywhere—frequently credited 
“Anon’’—and while I knew they were in 
Mrs. Wilcox’s book, I had heard doubts 
of her right to place them there. The 
verses seemed to me only a string of well- 
worn platitudes, put together in rhyme 
mone too good, at best. 

I started on my quest, and {it grew won- 
@erfully, yet the one tangible bit of printed 
evidence showing the verses’ publication 
prior to 1883, the date set by Mrs. Wilcox, 
I have never been able to secure. So far 
as proof of that nature is concerned, I 
haven't any. Every clew to any I ran down 
failed me, when viewed with a legal glass 
and judged by court rules. 

Yet, starting all unprejudiced, with pos- 
gibly the old impression that Mrs. Wilcox 
wrote the poem, as a remembrance, I have 
become convinced, in my own mind, that 
John A. Joyce is the author of the verses In 
question. And I base this opinion more on 
an analysis of his work than on the hear- 
gay testimony I have accumulated. 

The verses are much on the order of other 
things of Joyce's, as to the authorship of 
which there can be no question. A careful 
etudy of his printed poems will show this. 
There is a vein of pessimist!c fatalism all 
through the “Laugh” lines, that is found In 
much of his work—a vein that was and is 
inherent in the man’s nature. He later 
went through the experiences that made 
the poem almost a prophecy—he laughed 
and the world laughed with him, and spent 
his money and other's money as its own. 
Then, in prison, more for others’ crimes 
than for his own, he wept, but he wept 
alone. 

“In Pecullar Poems,”’ by Joyce, occur 
these verses, which contain the same idea 
as is the basis of the ‘“‘Laugh’’ poem: 


FORGETTING. 


The friends that I loved in December 
And cherished so fondly in May, 
Have long since forgot to remember, 
And vanished like dewdrops away. 


In sunshine and power I was toasted 
And feasted by courtiers so kind; 

And, O, how the parasites boasted 
Of the wonderful traits of my mind. 


But when the dark hour of my trouble 
Arose like a storm in the sky, 

The vipers began to play double, 
And forgot the bright glance of my eye! 


Tt was this poem which started me on the 
‘analysis of both writers’ works to fix the 
authorship of the other one. The thought 
in this is practically identical with that of 
the “‘Laugh'’ poem. 

In his verses, “Just So,"’ he says: 


If you stumble, beware of the crowd, 
It's callous and heartless and cold; 
"Twill praise you to-day long and loud; 
To-morrow, ‘twill dawn brave and bold! 
f 
Tan't that, too, In the same vein? And, 
here, from ““‘When I Am Dead," Is a reiter- 


ation of it: 


When I am dead. some sage for self-renown 
May urn my ashes in his antive town, 

And give, when I am cold, and lost, and dead, 
A warble slab, where once I needed bread.

There are more instances of the same 
thought, feeling and pessimism—the ‘“‘world 
don’t care’ idea—in both prose and verse 
from Joyce's pen, and even if the “Laugh’’ 
poem were published without signature, I 
cannot see why one really familiar with 
Joyce's writings would not identify it as his 
at once; especially as these are only a few 
of the many like outcroppings of the same 
idea that occur all through his works. 

On the contrary, the “Laugh” verses, as 
they appear in “Poems of Passion,”’ are 
out of harmony with the whole book. In 
mot another of Mrs. Wilcox’'s poems does 
this same pessimistic idea hold sway. True, 
there is the morbidness and pathos that 
prevails in the loves of so many women— 
especially young ones—but the cynicism is 
absent; it is more on the morose, tearful 


Mrs. Willcox, outside her passion-poems, 
fs given to rehearsing well worn themes in 
Thyme, but so is Joyce—and neither can 
Claim any great amount of original'ty. Yet 
I cannot find in “Poems of Passion” any 
ene that is in the same vein as the “Laugh” 
Verses, and this fact, coupled with their 
close similarity to so much of Joyce's work,

By Willis Leonard Clanahan, whose 
verses have been printed in the Post- 
Dispatch for several years over the 
signature “J. Getcher Gunn.” 
wrote ‘“‘Laugh, and the World Laughs 

With you,”’ (“Solitude’’), any more than 

I believe that Mother Goose wrote ‘‘Home, 
Sweet Home.”’ 

Joyce's work ts essentially commonplace. 
His platitudes are painful. He is a poetaster 
beyond redemption, No man can point to 
na single line known to have originated ‘n 
his brain and say: 

“This is good.”’ 

Joyce lays. words on with a trowel. He 
is like a bungling workman trying to build 
a mansard roof with borrowed material. 
He takes the adjectives of Tom Moore, the 
sentiment of Adela‘de Proctor and the phi- 
losophy of Bertha M. Clay and sets his mill 
to work. Note this, for example, written 
July 4, 1877: 

I'll] not hear your loving accents 
Breathing music sweet and low, 
When the evening shadows linger 
And the clouds sift down the snow, 
Well I know gour heart will cherish 
All that makes my memory dear, 
When the withered leaves are falling 
In the autumn of the year. 

Dissect that wall, if you please. ‘‘Loving 
accents'’—‘‘sweet and low.’’ ‘When the even- 
ing shadows linger.” Did any one ever see 
a morning shadow linger? ‘‘And the clouds 
sift down the snow.’’ Natura] history does 
not record that snow was ever sifted up. 
“Your heart will cherish.’”’ ‘‘All that makes 
my memory dear.”’ 

But here is the climax: 

When the withered leaves are falling 
In the autumn of the year. 

Leaves are usually withered when they 
fall: and when are leaves withered and 
when do they fall, except in the autumn? 
Why “autumn of the year?’ Did anybody 
ever see an autumn of a month? 

“By their works ye shall know them.” 

Whatever may be said of Ella Wheeler 
Wlicox's claptrap sentiment—painful at 
times, and by no means so passionate as re- 
puted—she ig a good workman. She Is a 
rhymer par excellence. She must have 
studied Quackenboa thoroughly. She is not 
so dainty as Dobson, so particular as Poe, 
nor so musica] as Moore, but as an all- 
around, everyday, hurry-up phrase slinger, 
she has few equals. 

“Solitude” is not a wonderful piece of 
work. The only good expression in it is 
“the narrow ajsles of pain,”’ in the last line, 
as contrasted with “‘the halls of pleasure,”’ 
which is hackneyed enough. I do not par- 
ticularly admire the verses. I do not call 
“Solitude” a poem. I am not a champion 
of Ella Wheeler Wilcox. But, knowing 
what I do about her work, and having read 
the puerile stuff which Col. Joyce calls 
poetry, I cannot bring myself to believe that 
a mind of his standard could have con- 
ceived anything even so ordinary as ‘‘Soli- 
tude.’’ 

It is possible that Col. Joyce wrote these 
verses, as he claims, and that by some 
strange psychic evolution they were traris- 
ferred to the brain of Ella Wheeler Wilcox. 
I do not believe it.

A TRIANGLE IN INDIANA 
THAT IS FULL OF HISTORY. 
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AURICE THOMPSON, in the Inde- 
M pendent, tells this story of an In- 
diana triangle, which is, perhaps, 
@eserving of as much. historical honor as 
Any space of lis size in America. It is 
hounded on the west by the beautiful Wa- 
bash, on the south by la belle riviere and 
on the north and east by a line of low 
hills calied the “Knobs.” At present !t is 
@ rich and peaceful country side, remark- 
able for its well-tilled farms, its fine cattle 
and horses, its beautiful towns and vil- 
lages, where churches and schools abound. 
One hundred and twenty-one years ago 
there was a stockade iInclosing a dilapi- 
Gated blockhouse on the Wabash, where 
the city of Vincennes now spreads tts tree- 
ghaded and prettiiy ornamented squares of 
architecture and landscape gardening. rt 
was a French posts, around which huddled 
nearly a hundred tabins, one of them a 
- @atholic ehurch, and it had been a “‘set- 
dlement’ for a long while, probably since 
about 1710, although there is not much 

| evidence reaching farther back than 1727.

sleepy creole village of about 
» It controlied the Wabash 
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pertaining thereto. At that time Spain had 
a firm hold upon a large part of the South, 
while France and England were sparring 
for position In the Northwest. The English 
had a force at Detroit, but the French 
missionaries, traders and coureurs de bols 
had the confidence and patronage of the In- 
diana. 

In 1778 Col. George Rogers Clark led a 
small band of volunteers to Kaskaskia, a 
fort and village not far from St. Louis, 
which he easily captured. This success gave 
him confidence in a plan already much 
thought of to take Vincennes. At Kaskas- 
kia he found a Catholic priest, Father Gi- 
bault, who willingly undertook to do this 
Piece of work for him, not by military 
force, but at the point of his tongue. Clark, 
with his fine native power of judging men, 
took the priest's measure, and, when satis- 
fied, sent him on the important errand, 
not without the precaution, however, of dis- 
patching with him a trusted spy to see that 
there should be no treachery. 

Father Gibault was a faithful and honest 
man, @s well as true and influential priest. 
Arriving at Vincennes he found the com- 
mander absent at Detroit and no garrison 
in the fort. The inhabitants were all Cath- 


olica, ang they gave bim welcome, for, in 
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tact, Vincennes was within his priestly ju- 
risdiction. He called a mass meeting in the 
little church, St. Francie Xavier, and ex- 
plained to his audience the political and 
military situation, telling them that the 
Americans had captured Kaskaskia, which 
would be a base for wider conquest. Fur- 
thermore, he informed them of a treaty be- 
tween France and the American govern- 
ment, by which the two powers were vir- 
tually joined in war against England; and 
he advised them to take the oath of alle- 
giance to America. 

There was no hesitation on the part of 
those mercurial creoles. They had never 
been warm. friends of the English, who 
were persistent in efforte to take their fur 
trade away from them;.and besides, when 
was it that Frenchmen ever let pass an 
opportunity to join in a revolution? It was 
a hum-drum life they had been living on 
the Wabash itn the midst of a wilderness 
practically unlimited. Their nearest neigh- 
bors lived 600 miles northwestward at De- 
troit, saving the settlement at Kaskaskia, 
and a handful at Oniatasoa; while south- 
ward, a thousand mites distant, was New 
Orleans, and eastward, far over the plains 
and mountains, lay the fringe of colonies 
along the Atlantic Coast. So they shouted: 
“Vive l’'Amerique!” and took the oath. 

Now when Father Gibault went back to 
Kaskaskia, he handed to Col. Ciark the key 
to Vincennes, so to speak. There was noth- 


jing to do but take possession, and Capt. 
Leonard Helm was sent to act as com- 
mander of the post. Helm took no fdrce 
with him; there was no force to take, but 
he was expected to organize the creoles and 
strengthen the fort. What he did do was 
almost nothing; for the. merry Frenchmen 
on the Wabash had no strong taste for 
military discipiine, or for cutting logs to 
build a blockhouse. They had always wan- 
dered at will in the woods and on the 
prairies, as wild and free asthe Indians, 
why should they now coop themselves up 
in a stockade and be dri.led by an officer? 
They would do nothing of the sort. Pas 
du tout, messieurs! 

Helm, in all good nature, went to the 
mountain when the mountain would not 
come to him. He brewed toddies and drank 
with the sturdy traders and swanking 
coureurs. de bois, meantime gaining some 
influence over the Indians round about. It 
was a jolly sort of life for a man past mid- 
die age who had seen rough times and was 
inclined to be ease-seeking and jovial; but 
it lasted not long. Down upon him swooped 
Lieut.-Gov. Hamilton of Detroit, with a 
strong force. Then all of a sudden the 
game spirit in Helm flashed wp brilliantly. 
Single-handed, or nearly so, he wheeled 
an old cannon to the gate of the stockade 
and with it bluffed the British commander 
into accepting him as a prisoner of war 
with full honors! 

Hamilton imediately demanded an oath of 
allegiance from the French inhabitants, 
who complied as promptly as they had with 
Father Gibault’s like request. Not less 
facile and agreeable was Capt. Helm. He 
brewed toddies and played cards with his 
captor. Meantime Clark, with his little 
band of American patriots, was making a 
march scarcely paralleled in all history. 
He set out from Kaskaskia with a mere 
handful of men, in the dead of winter, to 
cross the wilderness of Illinois. They 
tramped over icy plains, they waded freez- 
ing streams, they faced terrible rain and 


sleet, they marched with their clothes fro- | 
zen stiff upon them, they swam, they used 
rafts, they half starved: but in the end 
they captured Hamilton, Vincennes and the 
whole cf the great Northwest by a single 
move. 

Probably the little slege of Vincennes, 
lasting but a few hours, the fight a mere 
skirmish, the attacking party losing not a 
man, was the briefest and slightest military 
engagement that ever won the territory of 
an empire. Who says that we Americans 
have not always waged conquest? Clark's 
miniature campaign in February, 1779, gave 
us the lands, tenements and hereditaments 
of all the tribes east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Ohio. The little post at Vin- 
cennes, once securely clutched by us, was 
never let go again. At present, instead of 
being the headquarters of the Plankeshaws, 
it is very near the center of population, not 
of the Indians, but of Americans numbering 
75, 000,000. 

Later our triangle in Hoosierland took to 
itself another notable distinction. Not far 
from Vincennes, just a little way down the 
Wabash, is the drowsy old village of New 
Harmony, where the Rappites had their 
community in the early part of the present 
centuray. George Rapp and his band of fol- 
lowers bought 30,000 acres of land there, 
cleared a large part of it, built a unique 
town and prospered. The community in ten 
years accumulated in its treasury a milion 
doNars and then sold its lands and town to 
Robert Owen, who set up a community of 
his own fashioning: This second experiment 
in communism failed as such; but it suc- 
ceeded wonderfully as a nesting place for 
science. Upon the ruins of Robert Owen's 
utopian scheme his two sons, Robert Dale 
Owen and William Owen, and his partner, 
William Maciure, erected an educational 
scheme. They turned an immense ware- 
house of the Rappites into a museum of 
natural history and their church building 
was changed to a combined art studio and 


workingmen’s library. 
Maclure was a geologist and botanist of 


large knowledge and his collection of pa- 
leontological and botanical specimens was 
immense. It attracted the attention of 
scientists all over the world, who flocked 
to New Harmony and soon made it a fa- 
mous village. There came Charles Alexan- 
der Lesseur, Gerard Troost, Joseph Neef, 
Frances d’Arusmont, Robert Henry Fon- 
tleroy, Sir Charles Lyell, Leo Lesquereax, 
F’. B. Meek, Prince Maximiiian and his ret- 
inue of European scientists, Dr. Elder- 
horst and last, but not least, that strange 
man and brilliant naturalist, Constantine 
Samuel Rafinesque. 

Moreover,in 1839 New Harmony was made 
the headquarters of the United States Geo- 
logical Survey. The Nat:on’s Museum of 
Natural History was there, and there was 
collected a remarkable library of works 
upon industry and science. lecture hall 
was arranged, with scientifi appliances, 
where the world’s most distinguished and 
devoted reformers, dreamers, scholars and 
observers delivered practical addresses. If 
George Rogers lark at Vincennes con- 
quered the great Northwestern Territory 
for freedom, Maclure and the Owens at 
New Harmony conquered it for science. 
Vincennes for a time was the seat of gov- 
ernment for the West, and New Harmony 
was the seat of learning. Truly our little 
Hoosier triangle is worthy of a perma- 
nent place in American history. 


RESULT OF ATWATER’S 
ALCOHOL STUDY.

The various interpretations of Prof. Atwater's 
report of experiments with alcohol, show that con- 
clusions entirely unfounded are being drawn con- 
cerning the use of alcohol as a beverage. Truth 
and the public good require that these misappre- 
hensions should be corrected. Will you, there- 
fore, give the inclosed an early place in the col- 
umns of your valuable paper?

HE recent exper:ments of Prof. At- 
Tree: are of great interest to physi- 
ologists and chemists, since they throw 
much light upon one of the doubtful ques- 
tions of physiological chemistry or phar- 
macology, that of the metabolism of alco- 
hol in the body. 
It is a mistdke, however, to think, as 
some people apparently do, that the result 
of these experiments shou'd change the 
teach:ng in the schools in regard to the use 
of alcohol from a hygienic point of view. 
The schools teach that the use of alcoholic 
liquors as a beverage is not justifiable un- 
der the laws of hygiene. The results of 
Prof. Atwater’s experiments do not con- 
tradict this teaching. 
These experiments merely show that the 
body can derive some energy from alcohol. 
This does not in itself entitle alcohol to be 
placed among the food substances in the 
hygienic sense of the term, which ts the 
sense in which the schools and people in 
general use the term food. If it did, such

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His Experiments Did Not Contradict the Teach- 
ing of the Text Books. 


a violent poison as muscarine, the active 
principle of the poisonous plants of the 
mushroom family, would have to be classed 
with the foods, since it also is oxidized in 
the body with liberation of its contained 
energy. 


To class a substance among the foods we 
must know that the sum total effects of Its 
use are beneficial to the body. Muscarine 
ig not a food because its poisonous effects 
offset the benefit of the energy which it 
liberates. Alcohol has poisonous effects, as 
Prof. Atwater himself admits. The ques- 
tion as to whether it can be considered as 
food depends entirely upon whether its 
beneficial effects are greater than its pol- 
sonous effects. Prof. Atwater’s experiments 
do not prove this. Until this is proven the 
burden of the proof is against those who 
would include alcohol in the list of food 
substances. For scientific experiment so 
far, experiments upon large bodies of men 
in the ordinary conditions and vicissitudes 
of life, in the armies and in exploring ex- 
peditions where labor and exposure have 
to be endured, indicate that when the reg- 
ular “‘moderation’’ quantity of alcoho! is 
taken the harmful effects offset the bene- 
ficial ones and that the drinker is made 
less fit rather than more fit to work. 

And stronger still is the reason against 
speaking as Prof. Atwater does, of alcohol 
as food in the same sense as sugar. For 
people generally will interpret this to mean 
that it is a food equally to be recom- 
mended with sugar and ordinary hygienic 
foods. Ard this, as Prof. Atwater will 
agree, is an entirely false idea and one 
calculated to do much barm. For while 
we get our energy from sugar without risk 
of poisoning, to get energy from alcohol we 
run great risk of poisoning, and to get 
any amount such as would be necessary 
to support life in ordinary conditions we 
must take enough alcohol to poison our- 
selves seriously. (By poisoning is meant 
some harmful effect upon the functions of 
the body.) 

The above dangers in the use of alcohol, 
also the possibility of the formation of the 
alcohol habit, make its uso as a beverage 
unjustifiable even if there were no other 
arguments against it. 

It is unfortunate that the alcohol question 
has been brought upon this technical 
ground. The question of the hygienic status 
of the use of ajcohol does rot depend upon 
the technical question of the definitions of 
a food and of a poison. The controversy 
upon this point has prodaced statements 
upon both sides which have given rise in 
the public mind to great misconception of 
the truth. 

Both sides in this technical controversy 
will agree in regard to the main question, 
that children should be taught to look up- 
on alcoholic liquors as dangerous sub- 
stances, to be avoided fro mconsiderations 
of health and general wePfare. 

And in the present light of our experi- 
ence and of sciontific investigation, the 
schoolbooks must continue to exclude al 
cohol from the list of substances desira- 
ble as foods, and to teach the avoidance 
of this substance as a guvod hygienic rule.
